The remarkable record of many Jewish families in 
serving the country in the war is shown by the details 
being constantly received by this paper, and below we 
give some instances of outstanding note. 

Six sons of Mr. and Mrs. Barnett, of 1. Grange 
Crescent, Leeds, 7, are all serving in the Army (a photo- 
graph of these young men, together with a cousin, when 
they all volunteered before the war, was published in 
THe Jewtsu CHRONICLE on May §, 1939).

FIRST MILITIAMAN 
And First to Get Commission 


- To a Jew has fallen the honour of being not only 
the first Militiaman in Britain to be posted to his unit 
after the first calling up of young men last July but 
also of being the first Militiaman to be commissioned 
from the ranks. 

He is Joseph Landau, aged twenty-one, who was a 
solicitor’s clerk in Sunderland. He lived tn Brookside 
Terrace. 

In July, he travelled to Aldershot to report for duty 
with the first batch of the Militia, and, in order to avoid 
journeying on the Sabbath, he went overnight and thus 
had to wait about for some hours. He proved an 
excellent soldier and was soon posted to his unit as a 
lance-bombardier. 

His keenness and efficiency have resulted in his 
gazetting this week as Second Lieutenant, the first man 
of the Militia to be so promoted. 

Mr. Landau took part in every Jewish society and 
organisation in Sunderland, and was one of the local 
Community's most active young workers. He was 
educated at Bede Collegiate School, Sunderland, and 
was articled to the firm of Messrs. Sebag Cohen and 
Co.. solicitors, in that city.

BRITAIN

The United Palestine’ Appeal Conference held in 
Washington last week-end, in the presence of 1,500 
delegates. found partial compensation for its dis- 
appointment over the non-arrival of Dr. Weizmann in 
the stirring remarks of the Rt. Hon. Alfred Duff- 
Cooper. M.P.: especially when he said “ Britain ought 
to wipe out the old Palestine pledge—and then redouble 
it. * A prolonged ovation was followed by Rabbi Dr. 
Silver's saying “ There spoke the heart of England. 
Israel stands with England in this war. as in the last.” 

A turther highlight was. the dramatic speech ol 
Attorney-General Frank Murphy. whose vigorous 
attack on intolerance. with undisguised references to 
Father Coughlin and his tk, assumed special’ signifi- 
cance on the eve of his elevation to the Supreme Court 
and because of his standing among Catholics. A report 
of his speech will be found under. “ Imperial and 
Foreign News ” in this iseue. 

The French Ambassador, Count de Saint Quentin, 
asserted-that foremost among the allied war aims was 
the solution of the problem of political refugees, while 
Palestine “ will remain the very symbol of voluntary 
immigration by energetic men guided by their faith and 
traditions. 


American Jews More Zionist-Minded 


The national chairman, Rabbi Dr.. Silver, said that 
Palestine was more in the minds of American Jews 
to-day than any time in the past. He paid tribute to 
the co-operation of the U.P.A. with the Joint Distribu- 
tion Committee and the National Refugee Service, 
which benefited all three. He also cautioned his audience 
against pitfalls and spoke on the need for intelligent 
leadership. “ Zionist statesmanship,” he said, ~ will 
find its greatest opportunity here if more leaders dis- 
sociate themselves from other organisational loyalties 
which had forced them into power politics utterly 
unrelated to Zionism.” He further contended that only 
in Palestine had relief funds been converted into con- 
structive achievements. 

Dr. Stephen Wise voiced the belief that ~ Jewish 
differences with Britain are temporary and will be fully 
resolved. The Balfour Declaration and not the Mac- 
Donald White Paper is destined to be the last word 
of the British people.” 

[t was announced that under the Chairmanship of 
Rabbi Silver, whose leadership in the campaign during 
1938 and 1939 had been marked by successive and sub- 
stantial increases in the proceeds for Palestine, there 
had already been forwarded to Palestine from January 1 
to December 10, 1939, a larger sum in cash than was 
transmitted at any time since fund-raising for Palestine 
took on large-scale aspects with the first Keren Hayesod 
drive in 1921.

Shouting “ Down with Hitler!” the first 600 Jewish 
refugees from Germany and Austria, dressed in full 
military uniform, embarked last week ‘from a French 
port to Algiers as volunicers for the Foreign Legion 
Thousands more who had volunteered tor the Foreign 
Legion are cxpected fo sath during the next few weeks. 

Fhree hundred Jewish refugees trom former Czecho- 
slovakia have arrived in Frafice from Palestine to join 
the Czechoslovak Legion. They are to be tollowed by 
600 more who have also volunteered to serve in the 
Czech Legion.

month 

Mobilisation of Czech nationals is to be done in two 
steps, writes a JEWISH CHRONICLE representative. First, 
all men in London who are eligible for military service 
will be notified by letter in the latter part of this month 
Secondly, Czech groups in the Provinces will later be 
visited by military commussions. 

All Czechoslovak subjects living in the British Empire 
will be affected, and not only those living in this 
country.

JEWRY 


The Tragedy, Its Background, 
| and Sources 


The Jews of Germany. Pie MARVIN LOWENTHAL. 
Lindsay Drummond, 10s 6d. 

The Germans and the Jews. By F. R. BIENENFELD. 
Secker and Warburg, 7s. 6d.

~ Marvin Lowenthal, whose book is the first English edition 
of a work published by him in the United States in 1935 but 
with an additional ear bringing it up to date, deals 
by no means exclusively with the persecution of the Jews 
in present-day Germany, but gives the history of the Jews 
in Germany from Roman times onward up to the destruc- 
tion of German Jewry by Nazism and the 1938 pogroms. 
Naturally, a book of 450-odd pages cannot possibly 
deal with every detail of the problem. It resembles more 
a vast canvas depicting the history of the people over a 
riod of almost 2.000 years, and Lowenthal succeeds in 
olding the attention of his reader from the very first 
age to the last word. He knows how to make his historical 
live—and the reader is enthralled. 


Assimilation 


The co-operation between that essentially numane and 
great German poet, Lessing, and one of the greatest figures 
of German Jewry, Moses. Mendelssohn, is described in 
almost dramatic manner. The Jews began to lose their 
Jewish exclusiveness in order to imbibe German culture and 
to influence it at the same time. But they began also to 
lose their Jewishness. At certain periods they cven flirted 
with mass conversions. When full emancipation was won, 
suddenly Jewish talent manifested itself in all spheres, m 
cultural and scientific life, in trade and commerce. There 
is probably no Jewish Community in the world which has 
enriched the life of its country to the same extent as German 
Jewry did during the very brief period of its emancipation. 


Catastrophe 


But soon the rumblings of a new catastrophe could be 
heard. Anti-Semitism became powerful as carly as the 
eighties of last century. The Jews, however, refused to 
perceive it and remained hopeful and optimistic until finally 
the catastrophe overtook them.- And even then they did 
not lose hope up to the last moment. 

Lowenthal has based his history of German Jewry on 
a careful study of the rich specialised literature on this 
subject, but he never allows himself to be swamped by his 
knowledge. With a fine sense of drama he carries his 
reader with him and achieves the almost impossible, making 


him enjoy reading this saddest of stories. 
German Anti-Semitism 


Bienenfeld’s book is concerned with a more restricted 
subject. He tries to explain why Jews and Germans could 
not live together in harmony. Although his book in length 
is hardly more than half of Lowenthal’s, it ts less con- 
centrated. It is really more a collection of essays on the 
various sub-themes of his subject. Each chapter can be 
read out of its context, and the value of the different chap- 
ters varies considerably. Some of them, particularly the 
first. are marred by inaccuracies. . 

Bienenfeld accepts the Nazis story of Jewish predomi- 
nance in pre-Nazi German journalism, banking, etc. 
Because he has heard of a number of Jewish journalists and 
bankers, he uncritically repeats the story of their predomi- 
nance in these fields (which simply did not exist), and he 
seeks to give an explanation for this alleged predominance. 
Had he used the word “ prominence ~~ he would have been 
right and his explanation would have gained.in plausibility. 

But apart from this, and one or two other chapters which 
had better been left unwritten, the book contains some 
highly interesting and valuable matter. His little treatise 
on the new German faith with its three different religions. 
one based on the “ Aryan” theory, another on the Nordic 
theory. and the third on the theory of the Soul of the 
Race, but all agreeing in their hatred of the lews, is well 
worth reading. The same applies to the long chapter on 
“German Nation and German Race.” which, although not 
always convincing, provides much food for thought. 


POLAND’S STRUGGLE FOR 
FREEDOM 


Is Poland Lost? By Piwip Panern. Nicholson and 
Watson. 6s. 

Reviewed by Joseph Cang. 

Philip Paneth’s book on Poland is a timely, well-written, 
and interesting study of Poland's struggles for freedom and 
a fair, up-to-date summary of events which lead to Hitler's 
War and Stalin's invasion of Poland. 

Although on the whole objective, possibly more so than 
any other writer on Poland so far, Paneth makes the same 
mistake as did others before him. While giving the credit 
which is fully due to the Polish people who were the first 
to resist the domination and aggression of Nazism, he fails 
to explain that it was the regsfe which misruled Poland for 


years that was the first to encourage Nazism. Pilsudski’s | 


pact with Hitler in 1934, when the enlightened world spoke 
through M. Barthou and demanded the isolation of Hitler, 
was a mistake which brought tragic consequences. Like the 
Polish King Sobieski who helped Austria against the Turks, 
so Pilsudski helped the very power which, like Austria on 


the former.occasion, brought about the partition of Poland.

THE GESTAPO 


A Sensational Book 


Germany—The Truth. By Gareutr. Rich 
and Cowan. 8s. 6d. 


Mr. Garbutt, an Englishman by birth, was, he alleges, 
for six years Chief Organiser of Foreign Propaganda and 
Espionage under Himmier, Chief of the Gestapo. 

The book is interesting, because the author—despite the 
fact that he has left Germany—is still a Nazi, and he has 
clearly met the leading personalities he mentions. But many 
of his statements should be carefully tested before 
acceptance. = 

On the question of the Jews, Mr. Garbutt writes the most 
unmitigated rubbish. He even gives the appearance of not 
having read “ Mein Kampf.” He states that as “a boy and 
a young man” Hitler must have been aware of the alleged 
power of Jewry in Germany, “ because there was no boy 
or youth in his class, in the whole of Germany or Austria 
who was not. The Jewish hold upon the national life o 
both countries was pitifully complete.” Hitler has made 
clear that he did not become aware of the Jewish problem 
until he came to Vienna. He was 14 or 15, he makes clear, 
before the word “Jew” had any special meaning for him, 
it vaguely suggested a strange religion and was vaguely 
repellent. That was all. 

From the chapter on “The Jews,” the following are 
typical quotations: 

* There was only one class which was exerhpt from this 
strangling grip and which the Jews could afford to disregard: 
it_ was composed of those who had literally nothing, and the 
cause for the utter poverty of this class could usually be traced 
back to the Jews.” “ lt was difficult to find anywhere a Jew 
who was poor or pressed for money, or who was not sleek and 


fat and well fed.” 
The author modestly declares that he was principally 
responsible for the destruction of the Czechoslovak State, 
and for the German penetration of France. England, and the 
M. 3. G. 


THE FUTURE OF CIVILISATION 
Causes of Social Change 


Barbarians at the Gate. By LLONARD WooLr. Gollancz. 6s. 
Reviewed by Professor Morris Ginsberg. 


In this mtensely interesting little book Mr.. Woolf sets 
out to examine the question whether it is really true that 
civilisation is in danger of collapse, and, if so, what can be 
done by individuals and groups to defend it. The essentials 
of civilisation Mr. Woolf finds in social control, command 
over the forces of nature, and the acceptance of certain 
values, notably justice, equality, freedom culture, tolerance, 
consent and happiness. Thus democracy is an integral part 
of civilisation, while all forms of dictatorship, being 
destructive of the values of truth, liberty and humanity, 
must lead to barbarism. 

Mr. Woolf fails, | think, to realise that his conception 
of civilisation involves an ethical theory. He refuses to 
examine the question whether the ideals of Pericles or of 
Hitler are “right” or “ wrong” and thinks it sufficient to 
show that historically the ideals of democracy have been 
implicit in Western civilisation. But this is clearly insuffi- 
cient as a guide to future policy, since the opposite ideals 
have also played their part in European history and, in any 
case, from what is or has been we cannot move straightway 
@ what ought to be. 


Bases of the Social Order 


The author is on safer ground when he comes to deal 
with the forces determining social change. These are in 
his view power, economics and ideas. A civilised society 
would be one in which there was effective communal control 
of political power; ie. democracy; effective communal 
control of economic power, i.e. socialism: and passionate 
communal acceptance of the ideals of justice, truth, 
tolerance and humanity. The dangers which now threaten 
civilisation are due to a failure to grasp the close connection 
between these three requirements and the need of realising 
them in combination. 

Writing before the outbreak of war Mr. Woolf had no 
doubt of the inherent weakness of the dictatorships and of 
their ultimate collapse. The problem is now whether the 
standards of civilisation will survive the chaos brought 
about by the war, and this depends not only on the defeat 
of the enemy without but on whether the defenders of 
civilisation can overcome the divisions within their own 
ranks and whether they can clear their own minds from the 
contradictions and confusions inherent in their policy 
hitherta. 

Mr. Woolf leaves us rather in the dark regarding a funda- 
mental question, namely, whether~t is possible to bring 
about radical changes in social and economic organisation 
without appealing to force, and whether, if force is resorted 
to, it is possible to prevent authoritarianism, intolerance and 
inhumanity from perpetuating themselves. 


Our War Aims, by Wickham Steed (Secker and War- 
burg, 3s. 6d.), gives eloquent expression to those ideals of 
human dignity and freedom which should inspire us in the 
fight against Nazi aggression. With his unrivalled know- 
ledge of foreign affairs, the author outlines the pernicious 
history of Hitlerism. Long before the present war Mr. 
Steed championed the cause of the oppressed, and those 
who remember his Lucien Wolf Memorial Lecture and other 
indictments of Nazism will eagerly study his proposals for 
the future establishment of world order. ~ 


THE JEWISH YEAR BOOK 
Improvements in 1940 Edition 


The 1940 issue of THe Jewish Year Boox (published by 
THe Jewish CHRONICLE, Ss.) now appears in due season 
notwithstanding the cataclysm of war.

(Kasher Canteen) Committee for Jewish Evacuees, the 
Jewish War-Services Committee, etc.

The temporary addresses are recorded of London schools 
evacuated to places like Shefford, Ely, Denham, Lewes, etc. 
Information is supplied of Congregations just formed at 
Chatteris, Felpham, Hassocks, Letchworth, Littlehampton, 
Minehead, Worthing. and other places. The paragraphs 
describing the reopening of the Synagogue at Cheltenham 
and Israel's return after long centuries to Lincoln and 
Winchester contain facts which will be of lasting interest 
in Anglo-Jewish annals. 


The sections devoted to the Dominions, India, the Crown 
Colomes, and Palestine supply particulars compiled with 
the same care and accuracy. As examples may be men- 
tioned the new details about Aden, British Guiana, Kenya, 
and Malta, and the entirely fresh information on Cyprus. 

So comprehensive is this volume that its contents range 
from statistical tables to a library list, and from marriage 
regulations to V.C. awards. At the same time. a revised 
arrangement, more cross-references, and an extended index 
facilitate the reader's ready reference to its pages.

MR. WELLS’ LATEST NEW WORLD 


The New World Order. By H. G. Wetrs. Secker and 
Warburg, 6s. 


Mr. H. G. Wells, in his latest book, returns to the prob- 
lems of war and peace. He tells us “the things we 
must do and the price we must pay for world peace if 
we really intend to achieve it.” The book is a companion 
successor to “ The Fate of Homo Sapiens,” but in spite of 
the progressive deterioration in world conditions it has been 
written in a vein of greater optimism. It is a stimulating 
and sincere book which one hopes will be widely read. 

Arguing from history and biology, Wells again declares 
that mankind has either to seek salvation by organising 
itself or to perish. To save itself, mankind must accept a 
programme based upon the following three principles: 
“ World collectivism,” which means “the handling of the 
common affairs of mankind by a common control 
responsible to the whole cogmmunity ”; law, incorporating 
“a fuller, more jealously conceived restatement of the 
personal Rights of Man,” which he defines; and “a sedulous 
expansion of the educational organisation.” Socialism, 
Law, and Knowledge, that is the formula. 

‘The author analyses the present state of civilisation. He 
points the way we must go if we are “to emerge from the 
present wreckage of our world.” He is alive to the immense 
difficulties in the way. ‘It is, however, in demonstrating 
how the gulf between this world and his “ Utopia " is to be 
bridged that he is, unfortunately, least convincing. This 
book cannot, of necessity, deal with details; it is “a dis- 
cussion of guiding principles.” But those who agree with 


the principles will want a companion volume to show more — 


precisely how Mr. Wells's “new and complete revolution ” 
can be brought about, D.F.K.

‘ London and its Guilds 


The City of London Livery C a 
Methuen.

The famous Guilds of London, whose fascinating history 
is given succinctly by Mr. Pontifex, himself the Past Master 
of one Company and Liveryman of another, began their 
corporate existence in the early part of the fourteenth 
century, when craftsmen and merchants combined in 
Chartered Companies for the control of their various 


es. 

Few of the thousands of students who sit for the “ City 
and Guilds” examinations all over the country—or the 
general public, for that matter—realise the origin of the 
examining body, the City and Guilds of London Institute. 
The Guiids have always spent much money and time in the 
furtherance of education (a surprising number of schools 
were founded and governed by them, and really large 
donations and endowments have they made in various 
universities), and in 1878, after an inquiry directed to the 
possibilities of forming a central body to promote technical 
and scientific education, the Institute was founded, fostered 
by twenty-three of the Companies. 

Of particular Jewish interest in this connection 1s the 
fact that in 1880 the late Sir Philip Magnus was appointed 
Organising Director and Secretary of the Institute and for 
some years also was Principal of the Finsbury Technical 
College. In 1888 he was appointed Educational Adviser 
and from 1890 to 1915 was Superintendent of the Depart- 
ment of Technology. 

When discussing so interesting and useful a book, it is 
a pity to have to draw attention to the existence in it of 
an unwarrantably large number of grammatical and 
punctuation errors. Nor, in the present reviewer's opinion, 
should the author have made such frequent and irritating 
use of “[sic]” after quoting medieval spellings.

MARX’S HOSTILITY TO JEWRY 


Karl Marx: His Life and Environment. By |. Berit. 
Thornton Butterworth, 2s. 6d. 


This ws a scholarly addition to the renowned “ Home 
University Library ™ series. Dr. Isaiah Berlin (who ts now 
a Fellow of New College, Oxford) expresses his gratitude to 
the Warden and Fellows of All Souls College for permitting 
him to cevote a part of the time during which he held a 
Fellowship of that College to a subject wholly outside the 
scope of his proper studies. It is noteworthy, too, that 
among the authorities mentioned in the bibliography are 
several distinguished teachers at Oxtord University to-day. 

The book includes many illuminating references to the 
Jewish antececents of Marx. It is noted that he was 
baptised by his father (himself a convert to Lutheranism 


.. before his son's birth) and married to a Gentile, and that 


during the greater part of his life he held himself aloof 
from anything remotely connected with his race, showing 
open hostility to all its institutions. “He was determined 
that the sarcasms and insults to which some of the notable 
Jews of his generation, Heine, Lassalle, Disraeli, were all 
their lives a target, should, as far as he could affect it, never 
be used to plague him.” The results of such an outlook 
are shrewdly analysed in this balanced and judicious study.

IMPERIAL GERMANY AND THE INDUSTRIAL REVOLUTION, by 
the American sociologist Thorstein Veblen (Secker and 
Warburg, 12s. 6d.), was first published in 1915. It has been 
out of print since, and it is hard to understand why the book 
has been resuscitated at the present moment. The American 
Professor Joseph Dorfman, of Columbia University, writes 
the introduction to the new edition (which, by the way, was 


- published in the United States at the beginning of last year, 


thus before the outbreak of war) He calls Veblen a pro- 
found thinker. but it is -doubtful whether there is any 
genuine profundity to be found in this work. The style is 
difficult to understand. Involved sentences, full of technical

The Jewish Issue 


It is beheved by some people that anti-Semitic preyu- 
dice was partly responsible for his removal trom the 
War Office and the War Cabinet on January. 5. The 
Germans, of course, are pleased. They have conducted 
propaganda against Mr. Hore-Belisha for a long time. 
The disappearance of the one Jew tn the British Govern- 
ment is a subject for rejoicing in Berlin. At West- 
minster. however, such a notion would be ridiculed. 
There, a man is judged by his character and abilities. 
We have a few anti-Semites in Parliament, some of them 
embittered, but they count for littl. The fact that the 
Prime Minister offered Mr. Hore-Belisha an alternative 
post, the Board of Trade, tends to confirm my statement 
that anti-Semitic feeling had nothing to do with the 
Prime Minister's decision to make a change at the War 
Office 

Whether he acted “wisely in making the change 1s 
another question, about which there ts yet no informa- 
tion. I think it will be found that the state of our war 
preparations is the point. This has been bubbling up 
for a long time” It began over a year ago with the 
“revolt” among junior Ministers, among whom Mr. 
R. S. Hudson, Lord Strathcona, and Lord Dufferin were 
conspicuous. Mr. Hudson afterwards offered his resig- 
nation and the Prime Minister told him there was no 
need: but Lord Strathcona, being Under Secretary for 
War, did resign. Certain aspects of the defence pro- 
gramme had disaffected these Ministers; and it may be 
assumed that criticism in one form or another has con- 
tinued 


The Facts are in France 
Following some time after Mr. Hore-Belisha, the 
Prime Minister paid a visit to the B.E.F. in France last 
month. Sir Samuel Hoare and Lord Hankey have been 


‘there more recently. All these members of the War 


Cabinet know much more about the conditions than the 
average M.P.; and Mr. Chamberlain himself has the 
benefit of the accumulation of information and opinions. 

One satisfactory feature of the affair is that policy is 
unaffected. The many Army reforms which Mr. Hore- 
Belisha originated and the Cabinet approved are safe. 
“I am glad to think there is no difference of policy 
between us,” wrote Mr. Hore-Belisha. “~ There never 
has been any difference between us on policy.” rejoined 
Mr. Chamberlain 

Such are some of the views heard while we await next 
week’s disclosures.

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HOSPITALITY FOR SERVING JEWS 


War-Services Committee’s Scheme 
From Mr. WILLIAM HURWITZ 


(Hospitality Section, Jewish War-Services Committee) 
To the Editor of Tue Jewish CHRONICLE 


Sir,—-I have undertaken the organisation of hospitality to 
serving men and women of the Jewish faith in H.M. Forces 
stationed in the United Kingcom and in Northern Ireland. 

Briefly, this Committee wishes to afford them a “ Jewish 
atmosphere,” if they so desire it, in their leisure hours. The 
organisation must be largely based on existing Jewish Con- 
gregations throughout the country. The troops, however, 
are widely scattered, and the obvious difficulty ts to put 
this Jewish atmosphere within their reach, particularly 
where there are no organised Jewish Communities 

In those districts there may be isolated families who 
would be willing and able to afford hospitality to our men 
and women. Many families, too, have moved away from 
homes in vulnerable areas, and are now residing along the 
coast or are somewhere in the heart of the country. 

\ly appeal is, therefore, for the names and addresses of 
families in these scattered areas, not established in organised 
Congregations, who would be public-spirited and generous 
enough to offer hospitality to the soldiers who are stationed,’ 
very often in lonely .spots, in their neighbourhood. 1 need 
hardly point out that families offering such hospitality to our 
serving men and women will bring to bear upon them the 
good and friendly influence of a heme life, for which the 
whole of the Community will be ever grateful 

1 would urge upon your reacers to write and to make 
this appeal known to their friends in the “country.” The 
need is great, our numbers in the Forces are growing apace, 
and all our Chaplains are anxious that fheir “charges” 
should be befriended in a right Jewish manner

Appeal for Funds 


JR.E.B. TO ADVANCE £1.000 


The appeal to the Community which has been decided 
on was the main subject of discussion at a meeting on 
Tuesday of the Jewish Religious Education Board at 
Woburn House. 

Reporting on the conterence that had taken place with 
representatives of communal organisations, Dr. N. Lucas, 
who presided, said that Mr. Herbert Adler had there pointed 
out the financial difficulties in connection with the religious 
education of the children in the country and those who had 
drifted back to London. Something had to be done. It 
was estimated that the year's cost, in addition to what thev 
had to do in the country would be between £6.000 and 
£7.000, and it was cdeciced that an appeal should be started. 

fhe Director of Jewish Fducation, Mr. Herbert M. Acler, 
M.B.E.. spoke on the position in the teception§ ares. 
Particulars which the Joint Committee had had for 
December. he said. showed that the number of reception 
areas beine attended to was fifty-six The number of 
classes established by the Joint Committee was ninety, and 
they anticipated that another twelve would have to be 
established. The approximate number of children on the 
roll was 3,430, and the approximate average attendance for 
December was 2,900. That meant that the Centres were in 
the aggrevate rather small and. therefore. expensive to run. 


Request for Loans 


Referring to the conference with representatives of 
communal organisations, Mr. Adler said they had heard 
nothing from the Federation of Synagogues, while from 
the Spanish and Portuguese Congregation they had had a 
letter which, although quite sympathetic, stated that the 
Joint Committee's letter required more consideration. At 
any rate, they had the United Synagogue and the Memorial 
Council. Two meetings had been held, and it was decided 
to issue an appeal. The result could not be immediate, and 
it was Obviously impossible to stay their hands for several 
months and to deprive children of their education. It was, 
therefore, thought reasonable to ask certain bodies to 
advance, at any rate. half of the money needed, on the 
assumption that it would be raised as a result of the appeal. 

On the motion of the Rev. Isaac Goldston, seconded by 
Miss Nettie Adler, C.B.E., it was agreed that up to £1,000 
should be advanced by the Board in monthly amounts. 

Dr. Nathan Morris. in a survey of the position, said that, 
except for an insignificant minority, none of the children 
with ‘whom the Hebrew classes in London were in touch 
before the war was now receiving anything but a very 
partial education. In most cases it was indeed of such a 
slender nature as to possess litthe more than a token value. 
What was even more serious was the fact that even this 
partial education was given to only about 30 per cent. of 
the children; 70 per cent. were at present receiving no 
instruction at all. Now the loss in positive knowledge must 
have already reached painful proportions. Worse than that. 
there must have already set in a deterioration in. social 
quality among the children. 

On the other hand, he went on, it was his conviction that 
little had yet been lost permanently, and that a timely and 
energetic effort would enable them to recover much of the 
ground given up. Over 200 schools would shortly be 
reopened in London. Unless they arrested the progressive 
deterioration in Jewish consciousness that had set in, it 
might result in a generation which would be neither willing 
nor capable of sustaining an organised Jewish life here.

PALESTINE GOVERNMENT 
FINANCIAL RELIEF 


Total of £750,000 
GIFT OF £150,000 TO TEL-AVIV 


immediate Loan for Vaad Leumi 


The High Commissioner has announced that the 
Palestine Government are to spend £750,000 in. the 
form of grants-in-aid and loans for the relief of the 
prevailing distress among Arabs and Jews. 

The announcement by Sif Harold MacMichael was 
made to about cighty Jewish and Arab representatives 
at Government House. Representatives of the Jewish 
Agency, the Vaad Leumi, the Tel-Aviv Municipality, 
and other bodies attended the meeting. Alter some 
preliminary remarks about the grave situation in the 
country, the High Commissioner said that the Govern- 
ment intended to spend a sum of £750,000 out of its 
cash reserves for the alleviation of the prevailing dis- 
tress due to unemployment, by way of grants and loans 
and undertakings of public works. 

Outlining the plans, the Commissioner said that 
£20,000 would be given forthwith to the Vaad Leumi 
in four monthly instalments for Jewish relief in the 
country for the four-months’ period up to the end of 
March. while £5,000 would be made immediately avail- 
able to Jafla for direct Arab relief. A loan of £25,000 
would be granted to the Tel-Aviv Municipality and a 
loan of £10,000 to Jaffa for relief road works. 


Public Works 


Further grants would be made during the coming 
financial year, chiefly in the form of public works, 
which would-be distributed as follows: £50,000 to the 
Vaad Leumi for Jewish relief, and £50,000 to the Arabs, 
to be distributed through the District Commissioners; 
£30,000 to Arab villages and areas; £50,000 to small 
municipalities and local councils for essential public 
works which would provide relief; £5,000 for cnaritable 
institutions. 

In addition to these grants, loans would be given 
during. 1940-41 for essential municipal works. These 
loans, which would in each case be repayable in five 
years, would also provide relief. The loans are: 

£75,000 to the Tel-Aviv Municipality; £50,000 each 
to the Jerusalem and Haifa Municipalities; £30,000 to 
the Jaffa Municipality; and £30,000 to various other 
municipalities in towns and for local councils in the 
smaller places. 


Tel-Aviv Debt Liquidated 


The High Commissioner said that the Government 
had decided to liquidate the existing indebtedness of 
the Tel-Aviv Municipality, and, as a private loan now 


seemed impossible, a sum of £150,000 would be given . 


to the Municipality on certain conditions. 

During the present financial year, the Government 
had already made various grants-in-aid, £75,000 having 
been given to the municipalities for necessary works. 
Sir Harold promised similar grants up to the same 
amount in the coming financial year. His Excellency 
also stated that provision would be made for further 
loans up to the amount of £30,000 for the purchase of 
seeds, and that £151,000 would be spent by the Govern- 
ment for the building of Government offices in 
Jerusalem, thereby providing a good deal of 
employment. 

In outlining the scheme, the High Commissioner said 
that he was fully conscious of the grave unemployment 
and poverty prevailing in the country, and how essential 
it was to provide more opportunity for the poorer 
classes to earn their livelihood through work. He 
-referred to the three and a half years of disturbances, 
now followed by the war, and alluded to the generosity 
of His Majesty's Government in bearing the cost not 
only of the British garrison but also of abnormal 
security expenses. 


Citrus Aid Possibilities 


After stating that there was also a bright side in 
that there had been an increase of goodwill among the 
population, closer co-operation in economic matters, 
and better revenue returns, the High Commissioner con- 
cluded by stating that the British Government were 
endeavouring to render every possible assistance to the 
citrus industry with regard to shipping and freight 
charges. The Palestine Government were also con- 
‘sidering the possibility of a reduction of the rural 
property tax on citrus land. 

_“ Finally,” the High Commissioner concluded, “I 
would have you remember that it is our duty not only 


to accept help from His Majesty's Government but to 
give it. Peace and order can hardly be said as yet to 
have been restored in Palestine, and I think that you will 
understand me when I say that there is a superfluity 
of politics in the air ~nd too much internal bickering. 

“None of these things is healthy, and between them 
they grievously impede the progress of the country and 
add to the preoccupations of His Majesty's Govern- 
ment at a time when by championing the cause of free- 
dom with all its vast might it is fighting the battles of 


us all and deserves every scrap of aid which we can - 


give.” 
Reactions of the Yishuv 


As an immediate reaction to the statement by the High 
Commissioner regarding the money to be granted to Tel- 
Aviv, Mr. L. Rokach. the Mayor, announced that the 
Municipality would undertake comprehensive public works 
at a cost of £200,000, providing employment for 2,000 
workers for a period of about eight to nine months. 

Welcoming the High Commisstoner’s announcement as a 
very valued step, the Jewish Agency, in a statement issued 
the next day, expressed the hope that the Government 
would follow up its scheme by extending wider measures for 
the economic recovery of the country in the domains of 
agriculture and industry. Regret is expressed in the state- 


ment that the Government is unable to give more active 


assistance to the citrus industry or to secure the remission 
of heavy duties on the Palestine citrus imported into Great 
Britain. It ws also regretted that no money has been appro- 
priated for the development of the Huleh scheme. 

While noting these shortcomings, however, the Jewish 
Agency does not minimise the importance of the present 
momentous allocations. 

Both the Jewish and the Arab press publish the High 
Commissioner's speech under the largest headlines since the 
declaration of war. 

HABOKER and HAMASHKIF state in leading articles that the 
announcement has established new and good relations 
between the Government and the population. 


FRESH IMMIGRANTS ARRIVE 


Sarafand Internees Released 


PUNISHMENTS FOR JEWISH AND ARAB 
ILLEGALS” 


The Galilea, which was specially chartered by the Jewish 
Agency, has arrived at Haifa from Italy, bringing about 600 
Jewish immigrants from Germany, Austria, and Czecho- 
slovakia, including 234 persons in possession of capitalist 
certificates. Forty of the arrivals are Palestinian residents 
who were stranded in Warsaw. 

The Palestine Government has reissued 400 certificates 
in place of the same number lost in Poland and elsewhere 
as a result of the war. Of this number, 200 are of the 
capitalist category. 

Moving scenes were witnessed at the Straus Health Centre 
in Tel-Aviv when child refugees from Germany and German- 
occupied territories were welcomed by relatives with whom 
they will live. The 128 children, who were brought by the 
Joint Refugee Campaign, arrived at Haifa and were met by 
their relatives and representatives of the Jewish Agency. 
Fifty-two of them were immediately taken by their relatives 
,and the rest were taken to Tel-Aviv. 

They are part of the 500 children between the ages of 11 
and 14 for whom special certificates were allotted by the 
Government. 

The last of the refugees interned at Sarafand have been 
released and taken to the Immigration Hostel of the Jewish 
Agency in Tel-Aviv. They arrived five weeks ago in open 
boats landing north of the Reading Power Station. 


Fined for Not Going to Germany! 


Another refugee who said that she could not return to 
the land of Hitlerism because life was still before her, Mina 
Schetzer, was fined £P4 with the alternative of one month’s 
imprisonment when she was brought before the Tel-Aviv 
Magistrate, Mr. Rosenzweig, on the charge of over-staying 
a tourist visa. 

Yoseph Schushin, aged 18, and Max Schwartz, aged 19, 
of Germany, were given similar sentences for entering the 
country wee Both youths had been passengers in the 
s.s. Parita, which ran ashore on the beach, but they escaped 
before the arrival of the police. 

Eight Arabs charged with illegal entry into Palestine have 
been sentenced to 14 days’ imprisonment each, and recom- 
mended for deportation, by the Chief Magistrate of Haifa, 
Mr. Hubbard. Eleven others, among them Egyptians, 
Syrians, and Transjordanians, were sentenced for similar 
offences to 14 days’ imprisonment and deportation. 


ARAB-JEWISH FRIENDSHIP

The revival of Arab-Jewish friendship was illustrated at 
Esindiani, a village in the Zichron Yaacov area, when 
Jewish settlers from Zichron attended the wedding o: the 
son of the late Mukhtar of Esindiani, a member of the 
Mughbali family. The father was murdered last year by 
terrorists for non-co-operation with the rebels. 


PALESTINE’S PRESS 


War Stimulates Production 
MORE NEWSPAPERS APPEARING 


[From our Correspondent—JERUSALEM] 


War-time produces its particular, and often peculiar, 
problems: and the tendency is usually to limit rather than | 
extend enterprise. Many newspapers and periodicals in 
Great Britain and France have either amalgamated to 
economise on paper and other yj requisites, or else 
restricted their size, or even gone out of business altogether. 
But the phenomenon has been observed in Eretz Yisrael of 
new daily papers springing into being like the proverbial 
mushrooms. 

This country has been unusually blessed—some critics 
have maintained a contrary view—in the abundance of its 
newspaper press. With a literate Hebrew population, 
counting adults and adolescents. of some 300,000 at a mag- 
nanimous estimate, there were five Hebrew daily rs at 
the outbreak of war, in addition to three Arabic dailies, an 
English morning paper, and several German news-bulletins. 

8 paper in Palestine is taken to serve at least five 
people, so that the purchasing public cannot be above 
60,000. That figure dwindles when it is remembered that 
there is a large percentage of the indigent class, newspaper 
readers in free libraries and restaurants, rural kibbutzim 
and kvutzoth. where only one or two papers are taken for 
scores of settlers, and competition by radio news-broadcasts, 


Hunger for 


Yet enterprising publishers apparently believe that a 
market exists (in spite of decreasing advertising revenue) 
for more papers. Obviously, the view is held that the public 
hunger for news during wartime is such as to justify the 
multiplication of news media, irrespective of the economic 
retrenchment in other directions. 

Whatever the reason, two firms have started news-sheets 
since the beginning of the war. Both are issued twice daily, 
at noon and in the late afternoon, at a halfpenny a time. 
A new English daily, Patestine Express, is shortly to 
appear as a competitor to the long-established and sedate 
PALESTINE Post, and has billed its coming birth with the 
somewhat emphatic boast of “ THE English Daily.” The 
fact that it will be sold at I4d. (the Post costs 24d., or one 
piastre) is an optimistic gesture in these times of high cost 
of newsprint. 

A feature of Palestine journalism that cannot be appre- 
ciated by readers in England and elsewhere is that there is 
only a limited source of news. The Censor here has rightly 
limited the pre-war use of material copied indiscriminately 
from foreign news-broadcasts. Whilst this practice was 

rmitted in the early stages of the war, it had later to be 
orbidden owing to the fantastic nature of alleged news 
(poorly disguised propaganda) which overworked and 
harassed Censors in the two main towns had to read. The 
remedy was to cut the cackle at the source rather than sift 
the true from the untrue. 

This deserved pruning has left the local press with only 
one or two sources of news, and the reader with the same 
fare dished up under different headlines. It boils down, 
therefore, to a personal predilection for the publisher or 
editor or someone you know on the staff as to which paper 
you really buy in the end. |

Starting Something on Nothing 


It is an Eastern habit to start something on nothing. A 
paper can run for a few weeks or months, so long as the 
creditors can stand it, and then fades away, or “ folds up,” 
as the Americans say, without a lament except by those 
to whom money is owing. 

But competition must go on, and the principle in business 
here seems to be that if someone is making a bare livelihood 
Out of a particular pursuit, economic necessity dictates that 
two'can try the same line. Why should the other get rich, 
so to speak, when two of you can be poor though happy? 


THE EARTHQUAKE THAT WASN'T! 
| Safed Hoaxed 


[From our Correspondent—JERUSALEM] 


In the hilltop town of Safed the other day, some ill- 
advised wag started the rumour that the Cairo wireless 
station had broadcast a forecast that an earthquake would 
occur that night. 

Abandoning their houses, both Arabs and Jews took their 
families and livestock out into the fields, spending the night 
on the bare flanks of Mount Canaan in bitterly cold weather. 
The authorities were extremely puzzled when the exodus 
began, but philosophically resigned themselves to the 
inevitable in the realisation that nothing said would deter 
the frightened people from their alfresco night out. 

Apparently the rumour was that the earthquake would 
occur “somewhere in the Middle East,” but it later 
assumed the more direct locality of Safed itself. The last 
earthquake which rocked and devastated the town occurred 
in 1836, and as there is a local tradition that a violent tremor 
of this sortscomes once in a century, Safedites apparently. 
feel that one is about three years overdue and may arrive 
at any unheralded moment.

MR. PERLZWEIG’S WORLD 
TOUR 


A Four-Months’ Trip 


AMERICA, AUSTRALIA, AND ASIA 


The Rev. M. L. Perizweig, Chairman of the British 
section of the World Jewish Congress and member of 
the Joint Foreign Committee, left London on Sunday 
on a four-months’ trip round the world, during which 
he will advocate a unified approach towards the Jewish 
probiems that may arise in connection with the peace 
conference at the conclusion of the war. 

Mr. Perizweig is meeting Dr. Nahum Goldmann, 
head of the World Jewish Congress, in Paris, and they 
will proceed to Lisbon, whence they will fly to New 
York to participate in the 21st anniversary celebrations 
of the American Jewish Congress. 

After a tour of the United States and Canada, Mr. 
Perlzweig will sail for New Zealand and Australia, 
where he will conduct a campaign on behalf of the 
Jewish National Fund. On his return, he will visit 
the Jewish communities in the Dutch East Indies and 
India to discuss peace conference problems with them. 
He will also visit Palestine for several weeks, where, 
as a deputy member of the Jewish Agency Executive, 
he will confer with Jewish Agency leaders and, as repre- 
sentative of the World Jewish Congress, with the Vaad 
Leumi. 


PROFESSOR BRODETSKY ON 
PEACE CONFERENCE 


Jews Must Unite Now 
HAMMERING OUT A POLICY 


- Professor S. Brodetsky lectured in Hebrew on “ The 
Present Position in Zionism” at a meeting of the Tarbut 
Association, which was held on Tuesday evening at the 
Anglo-Palestinian. Club. 

Mr. Leon Simon, who presided, said he thought that 
Prof. Brodetsky. was the first President of the Board of 
Deputies who could lecture in Hebrew. 

Professor Brodetsky referred to the divisions which had 
characterised the Jewish leaders at the Peace Conference 
after the last war, and stressed the danger that would con- 
front them if there were a repetition of such disunity when 
the next Peace Conference met. 

“If.” he declared, “we come to the conference with 
differing plans and the Conference has to choose which 
plan to accept, the Jewish people will be faced with 
disaster. Therefore, we must find a programme which can 
unite all Jews.” : 


The Fundamental Probicm 


The fundamental problem was this: would the world 
regard the Jews as a people who needed a home or as 
wandering refugees to be dumped into all kinds of lands? 

In order to achieve practical results at the Peace Confer- 
ence, it was necessary to come not only with general ideas, 
but with a definite, practical programme. Here he indi- 
cated how the Palestine problem could be dealt with in 
relation to the 4,000,000 Jews in Central Europe who 
would form the kernel of the immediate Jewish. problem 
after the war. 

Prof. Brodetsky enumerated some of the difficulties with 
which the Executive were now confronted. and asked that 
people should realise that it was not possible at such a 
time to disclose everything that was being done. He con- 
sidered the criticisms that had been levelled recently 
against the Executive as entirely unjustified. At such a 
time when so many difficult and delicate problems had to 
be. met, particular care was needed in regard to what was 
said in public.

said that the Jews had carried out the most remarkable 
works of restoration and reclamation of wasted lands 
that he had seen in three continents. “ The devotion 
of the young people in the colonies to the land,” he 
said, “is an inspiration to all nations. Such an example 
of redemption will furnish the nations with a substi- 
tute for the satanic frenzy of destruction which is now 
affecting half of the population of the world.” 

Senator William King, of Utah, said that when peace 
comes, the Jews must not be the last to regain their 
rights. In two decades they had demonstrated a capa- 
city for creative pioneering which had no parallel in 
modern times. 

A message was received from the British Ambassa- 
dor, Lord Lothian. “Yn wishing the Conference success, 
he stressed his great admiration for Dr. Weizmann’s 
remarkable courage and statesmanship. 

Senator Wagner, of New York, in the course of a 
message, expressed his firm belief that the National 
Home was the natural haven for the Jewish people. 


YOUTH ALIYAH 
Italian Children Now Included 


The revelation that the Palestine Government has given 
permission for the Youth Aliyah to include Italian-born 
children in their schedule, owing to Italian anti-Jewish 


_ discriminations, is made in the last bulletin issued by the 


Central Office of the Youth Aliyah. 

There are 169 youths and children with Palestine certi- 
ficates in neutral countries who will be leaving for 
Palestine as soon as their transit visas through France can 
be obtained. 

One hundred and forty additional boys and girls will 
- to Palestine within the coming weeks when further certi- 
cates are distributed among refugee Youth Aliyah in 
England, Holland, Belgium, Sweden, and Lithuania. All 
those in Lithuania who receive certificates are children 
who have been able to escape from Poland.

Habonim Invited to Join 


Habonim has been invited to send representatives to the 
Standing Conference of National Juvenile Organisations 
(National Youth Committee), which works in association 
with the National Council of Social Service. The Confer- 
ence includes such organisations as the Boy Scouts’ Asso- 
ciation, the Boys’ Brigade, the Church Lads’ Brigade, the 
Girl Guides’ Association, the Y.M.C.A.. the Y.W.C.A..

SOUND FILM OF PALESTINE 
Many Phases Vividly Depicted 


The latest sound film of Palestine, giving those of us 
who have not visited the country a vivid insight into some 
of the miracles that have been wrought by the young 
Jewish pioneers, was shown at the Angio-Palestinian Club 
on Sunday evening. 


- It is a very good film indeed (writes a Jewtsn CHRONICLE 


representative), and although, as Mr. Leonard Rule (who 
addressed the audience afterwards) said. no film can really 
do justice to Jewish accomplishment in Eretz Yisrael. it 
shows us sufficient to stir out of their slumber those Jews 
who so far have either turned a deaf ear to the call of the 
Jewish Homeland or else taken a lukewarm interest in its 
future. 

Among the different phases of Jewish activity and enter- 
prise which the film depicts is fishing, an industry which 
the Jews are restoring to its original place in the economy 
of Palestine.

Peace Aims and Jewry 


THE POSITION OF THE JEWISH 
NATIONAL HOME 


From Rabbi Dr. SALIS DAICHES 
To the Editor of THe Jewish CHRONICLE 


Sirn,—The warning given in your recent leading article 
headed “ «et Us Face the Facts” as to the need for clarity 
in the Jewish attitude towards the solution of the Jewish 
problem will, | hope, receive the close attention of British 
Jewry and of the Jews of other lands. 

It does seem essential that Jewish spokesmen everywhere 
should be able and ready to present the Jewish case clearly 
and impressively, both in regard to the claim for full citizen 
rights in every country, including Germany, and to the 
establishment of the Jewish National Home in Palestine. 
We must not allow confusion to enter our Own minds in 
the discussion of these questions, and we must be prepared 
to meet hostile arguments in a convincing way. We may 
agree that the problems involved are complicated, and that 
it will not be easy to secure unanimaty in regard to the 
method of solving them. This makes it all the more 
necessary for us to grasp the main principles which are to 
be upheld and emphasised in the consideration of the 
position of the Jew and his future when the present war 
has come to an end. 

It ought to be clear to all thinking people that one of 
these principles is, and must be, the equality of all citizens, 
including Jewish citizens, before the law in every land. 
This war will not achteve the result aimed at-—the better- 
ment of the lot of man—if the new world order which it is 
to bring about were not to include the complete abolition 
of racial discrimination and the full emancipation of all 
communities, including the Jewish, in every country in 
Europe. It ts inconceivable that the Allied Powers and the 
neutral countries, including the United States, will not insist 
at the peace conference on this result being achieved, and 
on its being accepted by Germany as by all other countries. 

Whether the refugees from Nazi oppression will then be 
able, or willing, to return to their native land ts a question 
which cannot be answered at present. So much will depend 
on the extent of the defeat of Nazidom and on the reaction 
that it will bring about among the masses of the German 
people. But it must be assumed that the Allies, on achieving 
victory, will refuse to recognise any German Government 
that will not denounce anti-Semitism as an official policy,

and that they will not permit the ill-treatment of minorities 
anywhere in a restored Europe. If the representative Jewish 
bodies of the world will endeavour to make an effective 
contribution to the realisation of this end they will be 
furthering not only the Jewish cause but the cause of 
humanity, and will be working in conjunction with the best 
clements of all nations. 

he establishment of the Jewish National Aiome in 
Paiestine ought to be regarded by all unbiased people as an 
act of historic justice and as the realisation of a noble ideal 

fully compatible with the political emancipation and 

social equality’ of Jews in the lands of their birth or 
adoption. There ought to be no need to point to Jewish 
suffering in lands of oppression as a justification for: the 
restoration of a nucleus of the Jewish people in its ancestral 
home. 

he basis of Zionism is not the homelessness of the Jew 
but the need of a centre for the realisation of the Jewish 
spirit and the perpetuation of Jewish life. The universal 
recognition of this need ought not to be allowed to reflect 
in any way on the political or social status of the Jew in the 
land of which he is a citizen 

his principle has been made clear by the foremost 
exponents of Zionism, and it has been emphasised again 
and again at Zionist Congresses. Now is the time to bring 
this truth home to the Gentile world. The fact that Jews 
who have been rendered homeless by inhuman treatment 
look to Palestine as their legitimate place of refuge and their 
future homeland does not in any way contradict the above 
supposition, and it ought not to be allowed to confuse the 
issue Of universal Jewish emancipation 


Nor should the hope that the growth of the Jewish spirit 


ana the development of Jewish life in the National Home 
will help to secure the survival of the Jew in other lands 
and to strengthen his Jewish consciousness be regarded as 
a hindrance to the granting of full rights to the Jewish citizen 
m any part of the world.

"VICTORY ALONE NO SOLUTION 
From Mr N. LAZARUS 
To the Editor of Tue Jewrsu CHRONICLE 


Sin. Permit me to utter a strong warning to Jewry 
against the attitude taken up by Rabbi Dr. Samuel Daiches 
mm vour last week's issue towards the’ timely demand made 
m vour leading article of December 29 urging Jewry to be 
ready for the peace conference with a plan which they have 
considered beforehand and upon which they are agreed. 

Dr. Daiches argues that u is far too early to speculate 
now on what should be our task at the future peace con- 
ference. and then he proceeds to paint a picture of an 
almost: Messianic period of life for Jewry both in Palestine 
and in the Diaspora after the defeat of Hitler. 

One could onts wish that there were sufficient grounds 
for such abundant optimism! 

Unfortunately, our past experiences and the facts now 
confronting us teach us to take a less optimistic view of 
the situation 

We are all agreed, of course, that the victory of the Allies 
is essential. lt is. however, a great fallacy for us to assume 


that the mere defeat of Hitler will solve the Jewish problem. 


and that the victorious conclusion of the Allied war against 
Hitler must necessarily bring with it to Jewry all the 
blessings envisaged by Dr. Daiches i 

Nobody knows better than Dr. Samuel Daiches, who has 
for a very lone period. been prominently associated with the 
Board of Deputies and the Zionist movement, that we had a 
more or less acute Jewish problem in the world even betore 
the entry of Hitler into power. The defeat of Haman did 
not solve the Jewish problem: and the removal of one 
powerful anti-Semite constitutes no. guarantee against the 
rise to power of another Jew-baiter. _ 

We can have a comp'ete Allied victory and still) witness 
no essential improvement in the tragic problem of the Jewish 
people if we tenore the advice tendered in your leading 
article of December 29 to prepare m good time for the 
peace conlerence a well-considered plan which will make 
possible the realisation of the blessings to Jewry envisaged 
by Dr. Daiches 

‘We must also hear in mind that such a plan cannot be 
prepared in one day and that a considerable period will be 
needed to: bring home to the democratic nations and their 
Governments the merits of our plan and our reasons for 
submitting it. to the peace conference. Our slogan must 
therefore be: “Let us face the facts and be ready with 
Our peace aims as soon as possible.”

The Mind of a Despot 


There are two characteristics of the human disposi- 
tion which are so much alike that it is not easy to 
distinguish between them, although one is regarded as 
a vice and the other as a virtue. They are stubborn- 
ness and firmness. When a person is told that he is 
stubborn, he usually replies, “ No, | am not obstinate, 
I am a determined man ™; and he prides himself on the 
fault for which he is being criticised. How, then, are 
the two qualities to be differentiated? 

Let us. first consider the good quality. Firmness ts 
an excellent trait in a person's character. Only when 


one possesses determination and strong will-power is — 


he likely to make the most of his opportunities. The 
path of life is rarely straight and level for the individual; 
more commonly it is strewn with obstacles. The goal 
cannot be reached unless one has that firmness which 
induces in him the feeling that he will not give tn, 
and he puts forward every ounce of his strength to 
remove the barriers in his way. Resolution of this kind 
is an important stepping-stone to success. 

Similarly the path of duty is narrow and hard. They 
who tread this road are often tempted to turn aside 
because of the inconveniences and sacrifices they are 
called upon to endure. If they persist in_ their 
endeavour, it is onbky. because they are able to over- 
come the temptation by an effort of the will. 

The men whose names are writ large in the annals 
of history, who have achieved great things and reached 
their chosen goal despite opposition and disappoint- 
ments, were men of firmness. They were upheld by the 
conviction that they were right in what they aimed at, 
and the sense ef being in the right left them undaunted 
in the time of testing. Their minds were not fast 
closed; they were prepared to listen to argument and 
justify their course of action. 

Far different is the stubborn man of whom Pharaoh 
is a typical example. The impression he creates, as 
one reads of him, is that of an autocrat with a weak 
mind. There was no firmness in his character, other- 
wise he would not have agreed to set the Israelites free 
as the hardships of one plague after another troubled 


him. When the affliction occurred, he sent for Moses. 


and begged for relief on the promise of releasing the 
people. As soon as the plague stopped, ~ Pharaoh 
hardened his heart.” Reason had no effect upon him; 
only suffering made him yield. He-knew in his heart 
that he did wrong in keeping the Israelites in Egypt 
against their will and enslaving them. Every endeavour 
to make him undo the wrong only resulted in increasing 
his obstinacy. 

It has been truly said, “A stubborn man does not 
hold opinions; the opinions hold him.” He is enchained 
by his feelings and passions and has no desire to be 
set free. The attempts to hberate him only have the 
effect of making him hug his fetters the more closely. 
That is why it ts so useless to argue with that type of 
person. The more convincing the proofs that he is in 
the wrong, the more hardened will his heart grow to 
adhere to his perverse ways. 

And obstinacy’s ne'er so. stiff 

As when ‘ts in a wrong belie. 
Oliver Wendell Holmes put the matter admirably when 
he compared the mind of a stubborn man to the pupil 
of the eye: “ the more light you pour upon it, the more 
it contracts.” 

In this fact we discover the criterion which enables 
us to judge betweerf stubbornness and firmness. The 
strong-willed person is actuated by a mind which holds 
firmly to the truth. He is ready to defend his attitude, 
but is open to conviction. Nothing will divert him 
from his purpose except the demonstration that he is 
wrong. Present him with convincing proofs, and he 
will admit his error and change his course accordingly. 
The stubborn person, on the other hand, considers it 
a sign of weakness to confess himself to be in the 
wrong, and so he becomes all the more resolved not to 
give way. | 

Such a state of mind is merely a nuisance when it is 
met with among one’s acquaintances; it is a positive 
danger when it is the characteristic of a person in 
authority. Those under him must suffer from his 
irrationality. Unfortunately it is the usual mentality of 
the dictator. The Bible depicts it clearly in Pharaoh; 
we see it with equal clearness in the modern dictators. 
They would deem it a sign of weakness ever to acknow- 
ledge that their policy could be mistaken, and therefore 


_continue in their evil with all the greater determination 


as its mischief grows the more apparent. 

This psychological pecularity must be recognised if 
the menace to the world which it causes is to be over- 
come. The mind of the dictator is impervious to reason 
and humanitarian appeal. It were worse than useless 
to try to alter or appease it. A Pharaoh cannot be 
converted to normal ways of thinking and feeling. Had 
this fact been appreciated earlier, the recent history of 
Europe might have taken a different course. Israel’s 
release came only with the complete overthrow of the 
Egyptian despot; and the modern world can only be rid 
of the dangers inherent in dictatorship by sweeping 
it away.

FROM THE JEWISH PRESS 


A JEWISH “ISOLATIONIST ” 


Dr. Weizmann’s visit to the United States has evoked 
the displeasure of Rabbi Lazaron, of Baltimore. In a 
broadcast address, Rabbi Lazaron expressed his fears 
that the visit of the President of the Zionist Organisation 
and of the Jewish Agency fo America might be inter- 
preted by public opinion there as an attempt to involve 
America in the European war on the side of the Allies. 


Rabbi Lazaron is an isolationist and he sees no reason 
why Jews living in the United States should interfere in 
European affairs to help their brethren. If it were in his 
power, he would introduce a sort of a Jewish “ Monroe 
Doctrine,” and put up a sign on the American shore, 
reading: “European Jewish leaders, keep out,” says a 
writer in the ToG (New York). It is true that Dr. Weizmann 
is strongly for the Allies. But, the article points out, all 
Jews of the world are on the side of the Allies, and have 
said so wherever freedom of expression is still granted to 
them. If all that Dr. Weizmann were to do in the United 
States were to make propaganda for the Allies among Jews 
he could easily stay at home and save himself the trouble. 

But Dr. Weizmann has other tasks in which Rabbi 
Lazaron may not be at all interested but with which the 
Jews of America are profoundly concerned. These tasks 
have to do with the building of the Jewish National Home 
in Palestine. ai 

What is particularly objectionable, the article protveeds, 
is Rabbi Lazaron’s Jewish “ Monroe Doctrine.” For many 
decades the Jews of America have been playing the rdle of 
big brother to the harassed and persecuted Jews in 
Furopean lands, whom they have helped financially and 
morally. Dr. Weizmann, the article concludes. comes to the 
United States as a leader of the European Jewish masses 
to consult with their brethren in the United States. This 
is his right as well as his duty. If Rabbi Lazaron wishes 
to leave the Jewish family no one will detain him. He 
has no right, however. to bar the door to anyone who 1s 
coming in the name of the Jewish people. | 


AN ARGENTINIAN JUBILEE 

It is fifty years since a small group of Jews, driven 
by persecution in Tsarist Russia, reached the shores of 
Argentina. The Jews of that country are now celebrat- 
ing the Jubilee of that event, an event characterised in 
an article in UNser Zett (Buenos Aires) as a new epoch 
in the long history of Jewish wanderings. 


The history of the new Jewish settlement in Argentina 
differs in’ many respects from other Jewish settlements in 
other countries im the course of the dispersion, because, 
says the paper, the small group who went to Argentina did 
not go in a state of panic or merely for temporary asylum. 
The conditions under which they went were totally different 
in that the setthement was well considered and had a 
definite aim. It was a new method in the Diaspora. There 
was an idea behind it. The object was to create a new 
kind of Jewish life, a life in which the Jews could work on 
the land and become proud and healthy citizens. 

When they began the chapter fifty years ago, the article 
continues, there was a great vision and many optimistic 
hopes. The result, however, falls below the high expecta- 
tions. Admitting the remarkable growth and development 
of the Jews in Argentina, the main purpose, that of settling 
the Jews on the land, has not been fully realised. Whether 
the settlement on the land will be extended so as to be able 
to absorb thousands of new Jewish wanderers, or whether 
the little corner of Jewish landworkers will disappear, is 
the question before Argentine Jewry. The writer doubts 
whether the Ica has so fundamentally changed its methods 
as to save the number of colonies established in the country.

“ ANNIHILATING POLISH 
JEWRY ” 


Nazis’ Boasted Aim 
OVER 120,000 VICTIMS SO FAR 


Der WELTKAMPF, a Munich periodical, has published 
an article telling the German people that their lives are 
being menaced by the continued existence in Poland of 
—according to the writer—a block of five million Jews, 
avowed enemies of Nazism, and declaring that Polish 
Jewry must be annihilated. “We know the aims of 
the Jew and we will act accordingly,” the article con- 
cludes, recalling Hitler's sinister threat that “a new 
world war will mean the end of Jewry.” 

Authoritative reports show that the destruction of 
Polish Jewry is not merely the dream of Nazi blood- 
ey but something which is being daily translated into 
act. 

A message reaching Budapest declares: “ Although 
four months have elapsed since the war ended in 
Poland, the territory, as far as the Jews are concerned, 
still represents a huge battlefield.’ The writer, who 


travelled about the country, met thousands of Jewish 


men, women, and children wandering the roads aim- 
lessly, hungry, and ill-clad in the bitter cold. They had 
been driven from their homes, generally at a few hours’ 
notice, and were told to go wherever they pleased so 
long as they did not return. 

Before the cold, weather had set in, most of them 
camped in the open fields and forests. With the 
coming of the cold weather, hundreds were found 
frozen to death, and thousands were dying of hunger 


‘and exposure. 


The writer also saw thousands of Jews doing the 
heaviest forced labour on the roads, in stone quarries, 
on the railways and in the forests. All this work is 
unpaid and is done under conditions which could not 
have been worse even under “slavery in Egypt.” 


Hunger and Pestilence 


Owing to the hunger and exposure, epidemics are 
now raging, the number of deaths from disease is enor- 
mous. A conservative calculation puts the number of 
deaths from starvation, exposure, forced labour, and 
epidemics, since the so-called end of the Nazi war, as 
equal to those from the September bombardments. 
This latter figure is estimated at 60,000; and thus it 
would appear that altogether 120,000 Polish Jews have 
lost their lives during the war and the occupation, apart 
from the multitudes who have been murdered in cold 
blood. 

“Unless a miracle happens,” the message concludes, 
“the whole of Polish Jewry in Nazi territory (estimated 
at about two-and-a-half millions) will be physically 
exterminated within a short time.” 


‘NAZI ATROCITIES CONFIRMED 


German Press Gloats Over Murders 
MASS SLAUGHTER OF POLISH JEWS 


The Nazis have now reached a stage where they no 
ldnger trouble to describe reports of their anti-Jewish 
tefrorism as “ atrocity propaganda.” They now make 
no attempt to conceal the facts, in which they glory. 
Here are a few Nazi Press reports: 

“In the township of Lask (Lodz Province),” says 
the SCHLESISCHE ZEITUNG, “one hundred Jews were 
executed for offering resistance to German soldiers who 
were searching their homes for concealed arms.” The 
police also learned, the report adds, that about a 
thousand Jews had surrounded the local Synagogue with 
the intention of preventing the Germans from entering 
it. The Jews were therefore fired on and “ hundreds 
were killed on the spot.” The Synagogue was then set 


on fire. 
House Shelled by Field-Gun 


A Nazi officer writes in the BRESLAUER ZEITUNG: 
“In Lublin we unexpectedly encountered sharp and 
tenacious resistance from a large group of bearded 
Jewish young men dressed in long coats. They 
barricaded themselves in a tall building, where they 
were studying Talmud, and from the windows in the 
walls they shot at the German troops, absolutely 


refusing to surrender themselves. All appeals of the | 


German officers to surrender were of no avail; Jewish 
hatred of the German troops was here exhibited in an 
extreme manner, and we were obliged to bring a big 
field-gun. After several deafening shots, the three- 
Storey building began to shake, and a few minutes 
later nothing but a heap of stones remained of the build- 
ing, beneath which the dirty, foolish, long-coated Jews 
were buried.” 
Another Nazi officer reports in the SCHLESISCHE 
: “Little is left of the big towns of Radom 
and Pyotrkoff.” The local Jews, the writer alleges, had 
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Organised popular resistance to the Nazi invasion, and 
when the Poles retreated, Jewish volunteers took over 
control and, aided by their wives and children, fought 
wildly against the German Army. There was, there- 
fore, says the writer, no alternative for the Nazis but 
to bombard both towns for twelve hours without stop 
and turn them into ruins. “Not one house remained 
in either place,” he concludes. “The Jews paid dearly 
for their crime.” 

The same paper, reporting that 3,600 Jews now await 
trial in Radom, a town in the province of Lublin, “ for 
hiding arms,” adds: “ In some houses we had an easier 
task, for a large number of Jews had committed suicide 
before we entered to arrest them. In many houses; 
however, the Jews offered resistance. We were met 
with iron sticks and axes. More than a hundred 
criminals of this kind were executed on the spot.” 

tbing the position in Katowice, the Nazi Press 
reports that in the township of Tzcebinow, in the 
eastern part of the industrial district of Dombrow, 
“ criminal Jewish elements attacked German troops near 
the railway bridge and shot at them. Thereupon, a 
strong German military force entered and scarched all 
the 150 Jewish inhabitants, and in every house fire- 
arms were found. Consequently, all these criminal 
Jews were shot on the spot.” 


A NAZI “ FIRE BRIGADE” 


Scientific Synagogue Burning 


The Nazi VoL_kspeutscue, of Cracow, reports the 
formation of a unique “ fire brigade,” whose duty will 
be to burn synagogues, Jewish religious books and 
Scrolls. The burning of synagogues and books has 
been a favourite pastime of the Nazis ever since the 
occupation of Poland, and hundreds of buildings, some. 
from the Middle Ages, and many famous libraries have 
been destroyed. 

But it appears that all this has been done hap- 
hazardly, without the system and order which Nazi 
brutality enjoins, and hence the formation of the new 
brigade. The VOLKSDEUTSCHE reports that many hun- 
dreds of German boys and girls have already volun- 
teered for this noble work. 


According to a Kaunas message, the Nazis have made 
forced labour compulsory for all able-bodied Jews. Other 
decrees forbid Jews to travel from one town to another; 
and enforce a curfew for all Jews between 9 p.m. and 5 a.m., 
when no Jews will be allowed to appear in the streets. 
Drastic punishment, including internment in concentration 
camps, will follow contravention of these decrees, 


STRANDED IN LUBLIN PALE 
30,000 Deportees 


MYSTERY OF NAZI PLANS 


The Jewish Community of Lublin has sent a delega- 
tion to the Warsaw Community imploring help for 
building barracks for the Jews transported to the Pale. 
The delegation stated that over 20,000 Jews were now 
“ accommodated * in open fields exposed to the severe 
cold, and that the Nazi authorities were not giving 
them any help to build even temporary shelters. The 
Nazis declared that the Jews must find the building 
materials themselves, and that if the Jews of Poland 
could not do anything for them, then the Jews in 
America and Western Europe were rich enough to help. 

It is estimated that altogether 30,000 Jews have been 
transported to the Pale, including 12,000 from Germany, 
3,000 from Austria, 4,000 from Bohemia and Moravia, 
and 10,000 from Polish areas. 


According to reports from Prague, the Nazis are- 


making preparations to deport all male Czech Jews to 
the Pale by March. At the same time, in part of the 
Lublin province Jews are being driven out at the point 
of the bayonet. The Jewish Telegraphic Agency says 
that hundreds of Jews perished in a drive carried out 
by the Nazis in the districts of Chelm and Hrubieszow, 
in the Lublin province, during the third week of 


December. 
Hounded Over Soviet Frontier 


The Nazis at first announced that all Jews who wished 
to emigrate to Soviet Russia should register with the 
German authorities. They then’ collected several 
thousand Jews, including many women and children, 
and drove them to the Russian frontier, shooting all 
those who collapsed from exhaustion. Only those Jews 
who succeeded in crossing the frozen River Bug to the 
Soviet side of the frontier were spared. 

Meanwhile, the mystery with which the Nazis have 
enshrouded their plans for the Pale is deepened by many 
conflicting reports about future developments. One 
source saysjhat they are merely using the Pale as an 
expedient to’get rid of the Jews by forcing them over 
the Soviet frontier. Another says that plans for the 
Pale have been abandoned outright. A third report 
alleges that the reservation may be ceded to Russia. 

On the other hand, the Nazi OSTDEUTSCHER 
BEOBACHTER (as quoted by the Polish Press Bureau, of 
London) recently. published a map showing the

POLISH GOVERNMENT HONOURS 
JEW-BAITER 


Oificial Inconsistency 


[From a Correspondent) 


The memory of Roman Dmowskt, the founder of the 
Polish anti-Jewish Endek Party, has been honoured by 
the Polish Government in Paris. 

General Sikorski, the head of the new Polish Cabinet, 
together with other Ministers and representatives of the 
Polish Army and Press, participated in a memorial 
service arranged by the Government in honour of the 
Jew-baiter, who died two years ago. He tt was who 
lirst proclaimed the anti-Jewish boycott. 

The Governments action has caused surprise in 
Polish circles abroad. All Knew that the majority of 
the Cabinet Ministers have Endek sympathies, but. their 
recent talk of democracy led some to believe that they 
had turned over a-new leaf. 

lt is, Of course, nobody's business to ask why the 
Polish Government honours Dmowski-—they have the 
right to honour anyone they choose. But, it ts asked, 
why talk of bemg democratic and liberal and at the 
same time worship at the shrine of anti-Semites? 


In an address to the Polish Cabinet at Angers. last 
week, General Sikorski said that two principles would 
kovern. Polish action: first, a complete rupture with the 
former system of governing outside the control of public 
opinion: and, second, the right man in the right place. 

He declared that the “ terrible defeat,” for the con- 
sequences of which the nation was paying in blood, was 
due to multiple causes, but especially to the fact that 
national energy was directed into the wrong. channels, 
whether in. military, political, or economic spheres. 


NAZIS EMPLOY JEWISH AGENTS 
Forced to Boost Export Trade 


Paris Som reports that in order to promote German 
trade in the United ‘States and Scandinavia the Nazis 
have embarked on a policy of sending to those countries 
Jewish commercial representatives to act as agents for 
German export firms. 

As the Nazis hold the agents’ families as hostages, 
they are convinced that the Jews will carry out their 
mission. Their passports bear the letters “W.W.J.” 
(Wirtschafthich wertvoller Jude), to show that the holders 
are of economic value to the Reich and must not be 
molested by the Gestapo. 

By choosing Jews as commercial travellers, the paper 
adds, the Nazis hope that their appearance abroad will 
diminish the hostility in all democratic countries to 
Hitler's merciless persecutions. 


FAIR WORDS FOR RUMANIAN MINORITIES 


An assurance to the national minorities of Rumania 
of tair treatment by the present Government has been 
given by M. Tatarescu, the Prime Minister, in a speech 
at Constanza. 

The Government, he said, had now full control of the 
country and was able to assure fair treatment to all the 
national minorities, who would be granted full rights 
to enable them to ‘preserve their distinctive culture, 
language, and creed.

A CHANGING ATTITUDE 


[By our former Warsaw Correspondent) 


The events since September have resulted in an 
increase of 100,000 in the Jewish population of Lithu- 
ania This. number includes the 60,000 Jews of Vilna 
ceded to Lithuania by Russia, and about 40,000 Jewish 
refugees who sought shelter in Vilna from the Nazi 
invasion: But although quantitatively only a small per- 
centage of Polish Jews fell to Lithuania, qualitatively 
their importance is far. larger, for Vilna has always 
been a notable centre of Yiddish culture. , 

Seven religious bodies met and lived more or less 
harmoniously in this much disputed city-—Catholic, 
Jewish, Protestant, Mohammedan, Russian Orthodox, 


Calvinist, and Karaites. Each had its churches, 


chapels, mosques, or synagogues, frequently side by 
side and wall to wall in the city’s narrow medieval 
streets. (The Karaites, of whom only a few hundreds 
survive, have their headquarters in Vilna, which ts also 
the seat of their Haham.) 

The Jews’ attachment to the city is deep, and for 
centuries it was a seat of Jewish learning. Here the 
famous Vilna Gaon lived, leaving behind him thousands 
of followers to carry on his traditions. Here many 
famous Yeshivas were founded and. Jewish books 
printed. Indeed, the city came to be known as “ the 
jerusalem of Lithuania.” When religious study gave 
way to modern learning, Vilna again took the lead, 
and* to-day the city houses the “ Yivo,” the Yiddish 
Scientific Institute, which ts the first of its kind in the 
world. 

Under Four Masters 


Since the war of 1914, Vilna has been held by 
Germany, Poland, Lithuania, and Russia, and each 
change has produced its hardships and suffering. By 
1919, the Vilna Jews were the poorest in Poland, and 
so they remained until some four years ago local 
industry, chiefly leather and timber, began to come 
into its own again. But hardly had they begun to recover 


. When the present war broke upon them, and the new 


changes. brought fresh ruin in their train. 

Between September and October, 1939, nearly eighty 
per cent. of the entire Jewish Community in Vilna was 
ruined, although the actual war did very ‘ittle damage 
to the city. When the Russian soldiers entered on 
September 18 they hastened to buy everything they 
could in the shops, paying with Russian roubles; and 
they left only empty shops and quantities of- Russian 
currency. Thousands of refugees, too, entered with 
Polish money, which had no value after the debacle. 


The Jews, As Usual, Were Blamed 


Ihe Lithuanian Government, which at the beginning 
showed considerable kindness to the refugees, both 
Jewish and Polish, rapidly appeared to have changed 
its attitude. During the rioting in Vilna, when hundreds 
of Jewish houses were broken into by Endeks and many 
Jews wounded, the Lithuanian police were inactive. The 
rioting began when people found that they could no 
longer buy anything with their Polish money. and the 
Jews, as usual, were blamed. In addition, the Jews 
have been accused of pro-Polish sympathies, and the 
Polish language is not tolerated in public. Even the 
local Jewish papers, obviously under pressure, have been 
warning Polish Jews not to speak Polish but to learn 
Lithuanian. 

An ominous indication of a changing attitude of the 
authorities. towards the Jews was an article in. the 
official Lietuvos of Kaunas, which asked 
whether Hitler was not actually doing a “ good service 
to the Jews ” by creating the Lublin reservations. There 
have, it is true, been statements by leading Govern- 
ment figures of a markedly sympathetic kind: but it is 
Surprising, nevertheless, that there are Lithuanians who 
have not profited by the tragic lesson of Poland and 
who do not yet realise the ruinous results that anti- 
Semitism brings. 

Rebuilding Economic Life 


Another correspondent writes: 

Certainly more friendly consideration is being given 
by the Lithuanian Government to the needs of the 
Vilna Jewish population and the refugees than was ever 
done by the Polish Administratio | 

The new problems facing the JewS are not amenable 
to an easy or quick solution. The Polish language 
hitherto used in the schools will be replaced by 


Lithuanian; and for a large number of people this— 


change, after nearly twenty years of Polish rule, will 
not be an easy one. The Polish population, represent- 
ing a considerable proportion of the inhabitants of the 
city of Vilna, cannot easily adapt themselves to a much 


humbler status in which they are not permitted to 
maltreat the Jews with impunity. If the new settlement 
is permitted to last long enough, they will have to get 
used to peaceful collaboration with their Jewish 
neighbours, both economically and culturally, as_ the 
welfare of Vilna demands 

For the native Jewish population and for the refugees, 
the most difficult and urgent problem is the economic 
one. The local committees do their utmost, and there 
is hardly a better-to-do family which is not endeavouring 
to do something. All the local trade schools, and 
especially the Ort schools, have been extended to admit 
as many as possible of the younger refugees, who are 
now taught trades and who will be gradually absorbed 
in the local labour market As the refugees themselves 
require many articles of clothing and footwear, the Ort 
Committee has put a number of the refugees to work 
in preparing many of the things required, not only for 
the refugees but also for the other local poor. The 
Ort is now organising large co-operative workshops. 

The process of reconstruction proceeds all along the 
line, and cultural institutions, such as the Yiddish 
Scientific Institute, the theatre, and the Society of 
Journalists have begun to function again and are 
gradually coming into contact with other similar 
organisations in the country itself and abroad. 


NO CONCENTRATION CAMPS FOR 
REFUGEES 


M. Alekna, the newly appointed Lithuanian Com- 
missioner to deal with refugee affairs, states that refugees 
who for various reasons were not able to go back to their 
own countries would be distributed in the provincial 
centres of Lithuania, where they would be allowed to 
reside under police control. In the opinion of the 
Government, the Commissioner added, it was not 
desirable that refugees should be sent to concentration 
camps or be forced to do public work. The refugees, 
however, would be asked to leave the country as soon 
as arrangements for their emigration could be made. 
In the meantime, the Government would do tts best to 
help them in their present grave situation, Labour 
permits would be granted by him to the refugees 
individually. 


“U.S. PURVEYORS OF HATRED ” 
Judge Murphy Speaks Out 


Anti-Semites in the United States and elsewhere were 
denounced in strong terms this week by Mr. Frank 
Murphy, former Attorney-General and now Supreme 
Court Judge, addressing the National Conference for 
Palestine held in Washington (reported under “ Palestine 
Movement” in this tssue). 

Mr. Murphy declared that Jews abroad were serving 
as a smoke-screen “to conceal the more aggressive 
designs of power-mad men.” Those who baited Jews 
were also baiting Protestants and Roman Catholics, 
wherever they found they had the force to enable them 
to do so, and it was “ loot” that made their effort worth 
while. 

“The hatred-purveyors,” he said, “the swaggering 
apostles of violence, methodically labour to bring to the 
United States the same conditions of group hatred and 
civil war that have destroyed European peace. Treacher- 
ously they camouflage their true nature by representing 
themselves to the unwary as defenders of God, America, 
and the Constitution. Unscrupulously they stir up riots 
in city streets, intimidate peaceful citiz@@s, invade meet- 
ings, and peddle as truth malicious Res invented to 
blacken those they hate. This professional hate- 
mongering the Government will combat through laws.” 

| Leaflets from Hamburg 

Tue TIMEs reports that Nazi propagandists have been 
sending to New York residents by post from Copen- 
hagen anti-Jewish circulars, with Mr. Hore-Belisha as 
their principal target. According to the Non-Sectarian 
Anti-Nazi League, of New York, anti-Jewish leaflets are 
being sent into America by the Fichte-Bund, of 
Hamburg, via Italian liners. 

The National Secretary of the German-American Bund, 
James Wheeler Hill, who is to be tried shortly for perjury, 
has been expelled from the Bund. This follows the dis- 
covery that he is neither German nor American, having 


been born in what is now Latvia. 


£10,000 SENT FOR POLISH RELIEF 


S. African Jews’ First Contribution 


The South African Jewish Board of Deputies this 
week remitted to the American Jewish Joint Distribution 
Committee £10,000 as its first contribution to the relief 
of Polish Jewry. 


Starvation faces 600 Polish Jews who are marooned on 
ships locked in the ice at the mouth of the Danube. The 
Jews were marooned a fortnight ago, after the Turkish 
authorities had refused permission to Turkish ships to carry 
the refugees to Palestine.

A Symposium on Freedom 


JEWS AND THE PEACE 
CONFERENCE 


The Europe of to-morrow, as seen through the eyes 
of Mr. Wickham Steed, M. Jan Masaryk (until recently 
Czechoslovakian Minister in London), Professor S. 
Brodetsky, Sir Herbert Williams, M.P., and Mr. Vyvyan 
Adams, M.P., is certainly an interesting spectacle. And 
it was this spectacle (writes a JewisH CHRONICLE 


_ representative) which was presented at the headquarters 


of the Maccabi Association, 73, Compayne Gardens, 
N.W., on Thursday of last week, when these distin- 
guished figures contributed to a symposium on “ The 
Future of Europe as I see it.” Mr. Steed presided. 

A message from the Polish Ambassador in London. and 
read out by the Press attaché of the Polish Embassy, gave 
the keynote to the gathering. 

In it the Ambassador stated that “Poland shall be a 
democratic State. Individual and civic rights and liberties 
shall be safeguarded within it by the rule of law under an 
assured Government which is resfonsible to, and shall be 
controlled by, a duly constituted national representation. 
To her national minorities, which, together with the Polish 
people, took their part in the struggle and remained faithful 
to the Polish State, Poland promises to assure the full 
measure of justice free national and cultural development, 
and due protection by the orderly processes of law.” 

M. Masaryk said that the most essential thing about the 
future of Europe was the freedom of the human soul. 
Europe must and would come back to international law. 
He recalled that he had taken up the Jewish cause when he 
was a boy. “Help us,” he pleaded, “to bring back free- 
dom to Europe—freedom of thought, freedom of action, 
and freedom of religion.” 


Jewry’s Part 


Professor Brodetsky, who made it clear that he spoke 
only as an individual Jew, said that they had a long history, 
and knew that civilisation could not be destroyed. But 
there was one difference between them. “ The Polish people 
will be at the peace conference as a people speaking for 
itself. The Czechoslovakian people will be represented 
there, and I have no doubt that M. Masaryk will probably 
be sifting there himself. Will the Jewish people be repre- 
sented at the peace conference? .Will we be among those 
who will make the peace, or shall we be, as we have always 
been in the past, among those who are the objects of any- 
thing that is done and who are later the victims of the’ mis- 
takes of statesmen?” That depended on the extent to which 
the Jews themselves prepared for that occasion and to a still 
greater extent on whether European statesmen realised that 
no people could be expected to be the object of a peace 
decision, and that every people, whether victor or 
vanquished, or were it as dispersed and helpless as the 
Jewish people. was entitled to take part in making the 
future of the world and particularly the future of Europe. 

The different parts of Europe were so inter-dependent, 
said Professor Brodetsky, that the only way in which to 
produce a peaceful Europe in the-future was to get rid 
of those walls that separated State from State, race from 
race, and faith from faith. So long as States were able to 
exercise their sovereignty externally and internally without 
regard to the needs of international humanity they could 
not possibly have peace. 

It was not enough to say, he added, that Jews must be 
equally free with all citizens: it must be clear that the 
minorities should be effectively protected. 


Total Defeat of Germany 


Sir Herbert Williams claimed that the German people was 
slave-minded and had to be put in tutelage. He believed 
there was no other country in the world which threatened 
a war in the future except Germany. The real problem 
that faced Central Furope was the problem that the sense 
of responsibility had not yet been established among the 
great mass of its citizens. 

“If we are going to have any kind of settled Europe in 
the future. we must make our aim nothing less than the 
total defeat of Germany,” said Mr. Vyvyan Adams. If 
they did not destroy the Nazi Government, the Nazi Govern- 


ment would most certainly destroy them. The issue to-day | 


was not the defence of democracy but the defence of liberty. 


’ He agreed with Professor Brodetsky that the great problem 


of the future was the measure of sovereignty conceded to 
each national unit. But whatever the degree of that 
sovereignty, they must aim at the recovery by Poland, 
Czechoslovakia, and Austria of their right to live. There 
must be no racial and religious discrimination. 

Mr. Wickham Steed recalled that he was one of those 
who in November, 1917, had worked to secure the Balfour 
Declaration. He did it very deliberately, for he had long 
studied the Jewish people in the mass, and he had watched 
the growth of anti-Semitism in Vienna. He-agreed that it 
would be a most excellent thing that the Jewish people 
should be represented as a nation at any future arrangement 
of the affairs of the world. Germany, he said, would have 
to go through a process of self-purification for what had 
been done in the name of the German people. The one 
way in which to make sure of the future of Europe was for 
them all to resolve that it would be a future in peace, in 
freedom, and one that would safeguard the sanctity of the 
human soul.

ANTI-SEMITISM ON THE AIR 
A Canadian Incident 


[From our Correspondent—Quenec] 


A news commentator from a French radio station in 
Montreal, recently giving an analysis of the Russo- 
German pact, left the impression that Soviet Russia was 
ruled chiefly by Jews. As a result of the broadcast, 
scores of protests poured in to the radio station and 
to Mr. Peter Bercovitch, K.C., M.P., from listeners who 
felt that the implication was that Jews were Communists. 

Mr. Bercovitch lodged a formal complaint with Mr. 
Gladstone Murray, managing director of the Canadian 
Broadcasting Corporation, who promptly investigated 
the matter. A statement in French and English has 
now been broadcast from the same station by the 
management expressing regret at the occurrence and 
Stating that greater vigilance will be exercised in future 
in order to prevent the repetition of such an incident. 
The broadcast concluded with a statement of the truth 


about Jews and Communism compiled by the Canadian 
Jewish Congress. 


JEWS IN THE FRENCH ARMY 
Fine Family Records 


Some Jewish families are among those who have 
contributed an exceptionally large number of their mem- 
bers to the French fighting forces (writes THe JewitsH 
CHRONICLE'S Paris Correspondent). Mme. Mélanie 
Lévy, of Soutlz-sous-Forét, now living at Brumath, has 
nine children. Her five sons and four sons-in-law are all 
in the Army, and one grandson has just been recruited. 
The Jewish tailor Eliah Korabelnik, who came to Paris 
from Lithuania thirty-five years ago, has eleven children. 
Fight of his sons (whose ages range from twenty-four 
to thirty-eight) and one son-in-law went to the Front. 
The Neumann family of Belfort, of Polish origin, has 
five sons, who all volunteered for service and have been 
incorporated in a regiment of foreign volunteers. 

M. Adolphe Banet, of Paris, a volunteer in 1914-18 
and a total war invalid, Chevalier of the Legion of 
Honour, and possessor of the Military Medal and Croix 
de Guerre, twice officially mentioned, has all his three 
sons in the Army.

IN normal circumstances the resignation of a Cabinet 
Minister who happened to be a Jew would not call 
for comment in these columns. Owing partly, how- 
ever, to the public ignerance in which Mr. Hore-

BeLisHA’s departure from the War Office: is, for the. 


moment, shrouded, speculation has had a clear run, 
and will continue active until Parliament meets and 
the full facts, if possible, are disclosed. In_ the 
feverish search for the cause of the extremely sudden 
disappearance of an able and popular Minister from 
a position in which he has rendered signal service, 
surmise has inevitably fastened upon, among other 
things, Mr. Hore-Betisua’s Jewish birth. It would 
be foolish to ignore the widespread publicity which 
this explanation has received, or, indeed, to fail to 
recognise its significance. 

It would be equally foolish to deny that the 
attempt to find a partial reason for the Minister's 
dismissal in his Jewish ancestry can be made with a 
certain measure of undoubted plausibility. This is 
no case of Jewish hyper-sensitiveness. The incessant 
Nazi propaganda against Jews and so-called “ Jewish 
influence” has notoriously invaded certain society 
circles, and these circles, according to speculations 
that have appeared in the press, have played a part 
im the present drama. According to one press 
account, “the resignation is, it 1s declared, the cul- 
mination of a whispering campaign which originated 
m soctal circles rather than in political quarters.” 
And a press report even stated that in the interview 
which Mr. Hore-BecisHa had with the Prime Minis- 
ter he was told that no criticism of him would be 
allowed, but that “there is prejudice “—what that 
prejudice was, was not indicated. 

Sull, no authoritative explanation of the resignation 
has yet been given, and until it 1s given to the world 
tt would be a blunder, if not a crime, to hurry to the 
conclusion that in this England, the citadel of liberty 
and the exemplar of tolerance, an eminent Jew has 
been dismissed because he is a Jew. We should think 
twice before we accepted, on the strength of hearsay, 
the statement that Britain has been guilty of this 
apostasy in the eyes of the world, and has foolishly 
chosen to do so at the very moment when she is 
locked in a critical struggle for human freedom and 
justice. Such action would actually amount to the 
adoption of Hitlerism, which Britain is sworn to 
destroy. It would belie all her solemn protestations. 
It would revolt the sentiments of Parliament and the 
great mass of British citizens. It would proclaim a 
veritable madness in robbing the country of a bril- 
liant servant in an hour in which she was fighting for 
her very life. : 

The Italian papers, quite naturally in their case, 
Stress the racial aspect of the incident. MR. 
CHAMBERLAIN’S decision, says one prominent organ, 
was inspired not in London but by his contact -with 
the British military leaders and troops at the Front. 


Mr. Hore-BELISHA, it remarks, was bound to be> 


suspected, rightly or wrongly, of favouring, through 
the war, the interests of Israel. Hence, say the Italians, 
the British troops must have thought their Minister 
of War was conducting the conflict in a personal 


fashion which “ took more account of Jewish rancour 
against Nazi Germany than of national interests.” 
In other words, his crime was that he threw 
himself too ardently into the winning of victory, so 
that there was danger of its coming sooner than the 
Italian commentator would like. We wonder what 
the British “ Tommy ” or the British man in the street 
at home thinks of such transparent balderdash! 

Of course, the insinuation that Jews holding 
Governmental positions favour Jewish interests as 
against those of their country is an iniquitous libel 
contradicted by facts. It has never been maintained 
against any Jewish Minister of the Crown in this 
country and never could have been. Their careers 
are matters of history and are remembered with 
respect and gratitude. France, the Jewish 
Premier, M. BLUM, must have resented the. Nazi anti- 
Jewish barbarities. But he remained always anxious 
for a Franco-German rapprochement. In Russia, 
another Jewish War Minister, Lfon TROTSKY, when 
besought by some Jews to ease. their sufferings, 
turned them unceremoniously and angrily from his 
doors. In short, the Jew 1m office knows only one 
master — the State he serves. On no other terms 
could he justify either his holding of office or even 
his citizenship. 

But one service this dragging in of racial considera- 
tions will do. It will illumine with a flash the utterly 
anomalous and often intolerable conditions under 
which Jews almost everywhere live and work and 
have their being. In the case of no other resignations 
is the racial issue raised. Miénisters are appointed or 
dismissed—only tn the case of Jews do people ratse 
the question of race or faith, thus illustrating the 
utterly unhealthy Jewish position. 

That position bodes no good. either for non-Jews 
or for Jews. Its survival after the war will be a dark 
reproach alike to Christian justice and Christian 
statesmanship. Meanwhile, the winning of the war 
remains for all citizens the paramount task. 


POLISH FAUX PAS 

AN article from a correspondent in this issue calls 
attention to what seems at best a curious proceeding on 
the part of the new Polish Government. This took the 
form of a special memorial service for a notorious 
Polish Jew-baiter, M. Dmowski, who died two years 
ago. The individual in question was the creator of 
the Endek Party, which played such an unhappy part 
in the stirring up of anti-Jewish animosity in pre-war 
Poland. He it was, too, who started the anti-Jewish 
boycott in that country, and he is said to have remained 
a violent enemy of the Jews until his death. Why he 
should now be singled out for posthumous honours 
remains, therefore, a mystery, and it is easily to be 
understood that the political canonisation at this 
juncture, by the Polish authorities, of a high priest of 
race-hatred has provoked surprise in Polish circles 
abroad. The surprise will be all the greater since the 
repeated professions by the nation’s new leaders of 
liberal and democratic principles had been sincerely 
welcomed, and treated as a formal and honest recanta- 
tion of those former Endeks who figure in the Polish 
Government. 


THE TROJAN HORSE OF NAZISM : 
WHat special reasons, if any, may have existed for 
the Polish Government's action have not been dis- 
closed. But they can hardly have been weightier than 
the necessity of preserving at least outward respect for 
those recent declarations with which this action is 
totally inconsistent. As it is, the suggestion is plain 
either of an anti-Semitism that is ineradicable or of a 
highly imprudent contempt for appearances—perhaps 
both. Jews throughout the world have the warmest 
and deepest sympathy with Poland, especially in her 
present dark hour. But just because they look forward 
to her ultimate rehabilitation it is the duty of honest 
friends to remind the Polish leaders in Paris that their 


British and French allies are pouring out blood and 
treasure in a struggle one of wl.ose purposes is a Polish 
revival, and that it is certainly not for a revival of the old 
Poland, with its hates and discriminations, that these 
sacrifices are being made. The Polish leaders should 
never be allowed to forget that these faults played no 
small part in the weaknesses which affected the Polish 
State and the consequent ease with which the Nazi 
Blitzkrieg was won. Anti-Semitism was the Trojan 
Horse which carried the Nazis into the Polish citadel. 
Even the Endeks—to say nothing of Jew-baiters in 
other countries, distant or near—can surely not still be 
blind to that vital truth. In their own interests, the 
Poles should bid adieu to the old anti-Semitic obsession, 
and ensure that, unlike the farewells of popular divas, 
it really is a final one. 


A GAP IN ALLIES’ DEFENCE? 

A CAREFUL watch on the various Nazi broadcasts reveals 
that in the past four or five weeks more and more of the 
total time of the speakers has been devoted entirely to 
the preaching of anti-Sgmitism. During the past week, 
this tendency increased to such an extent that actually 
a very large proportion of the time is now being 
spent on this subject. There is no mistaking the mean- 
ing of this fact. It will not be contested that in cunning 
propaganda the Nazis have all rivals beaten. Then 
why have they suddenly decided to give such extra- 
ordinary prominence in it to Jew-baiting? The answer 
is plain. . It has been written in letters of blood in the 
recent Polish disaster. The Nazis have learned from 
that easy German victory that anti-Semitism ts the surest 
and straightest way to their enemies’ Achillean heel. 
The question is whether this and other countries have 
yet made the same deduction, or whether they are 
foolishly underestimating the peril to which they are 
now increasingly exposed. New armies, aeroplanes, 
and warships are very important forms of defence. But 
cuarding against the rotting of the national unity by 
insidious propaganda is no less vital. It should be the 
fourth arm of the national defence—the defence of the 
home front against the invasion of the forces of dis- 
ruption. Successful anti-Jewish propaganda would be 
worth many, many army corps to Hitler and Co. in 
their campaign for the destruction of Britain. These 
gentry know it. Does the British Government know ? 


CZECH JEWS CALLED UP 

THar the question of the wrongful attestation of faith 
by Jewish recruits, as a safeguard against Nazi ill- 
treatment in the event of capture, continues to cause 
much anxious thought there ts little reason to doubt. 
The progress, if any, made in reaching some satisfactory 
adjustment of the difficulty will be watched with no 
little concern. Meanwhile, the fact that Czechoslovaks 
in this country are shortly to be called up lends an 
added element of seriousness to the situation, for it is 
possible that if they are drafted to the Western Front 
and are captured they will be regarded as citizens of a 
German Protectorate caught in arms against the 
German Government, to be treated accordingly. Whether, 
in international law, such action would be justified may 
be open to question. But nobody nowadays credits the 
Nazi authorities with any respect for what any law may 
or may not say. The danger, however great or small, 
exists, of course, for all Czechoslovak troops in action 
against the German enemy, regardless of race or creed. 
But the fact that a Czechoslovak captive may be not 
only a Czech or Slovak “ rebel ” in the eyes of the Nazis 
but a Jew into the bargain might be doubly unpropitious 
for any such unfortunate. One has to admit that this 
raises a thorny problem for the Czech authorities. But 
their splendid record in the past encourages the hope 
that the whole subject, in its relation to both Jewish 
and non-Jewish troops, will not be ignored but receive 
careful and practical consideration. 


REFUGEES AT RICHBOROUGH 


WitH the cessation of immigration, attention is apt 
to be switched from the refugees to the more grave 
and exciting events in the air and at sea, if not yet on 
land. The article by Professor Bentwich, in another 
column, on the Refugees’ Camp at Richborough comes 
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usefully therefore to remind us that the refugees’ 
problem is still with us and will one day have to be 
liquidated. It is not an unpleasing picture that Pro- 
fessor Bentwich paints of the 3,000 occupants of the 
camp in question. All but a few of them have been 
classified as “refugees from Nazi oppression” and 
exempted from the restrictions imposed on enemy aliens. 
They are shown, also, to be spending their irksome days 
of waiting for the moment when they will begin to 
rebuild their lives in a way not only agreeable and 
useful to themselves but helpful also to the land in which 
they have found temporary haven. That is not to say 
that they do not feel, perhaps acutely, the trying winter 
conditions, the long periods of ennui and perhaps 
depression, and the enforced delay of their departure. 
But when all is said and done, and however brave 
the struggle against adversity, the camp remains, in 
Professor Bentwich’s words, an epitome of tragedy as 
well as of hopefulness. It is difficult to suppose that 
the common sense and humanity of the authorities 
responsible for the camp are not continuously and con- 
structively at work to ease the burden of its compulsory 
inhabitants. In particular, it is to be hoped that the 
Government, with the understanding spirit they have 
so often shown, are anxious to offer the maximum 
opportunities possible for National Service for these 
victims of the enemy’s iniquity. The United States 
could obviously help materially by admitting the largest 
number practicable to its hospitable shores. 


WHAT REFUGEES ARE COSTING US 


ESTIMATES made in well-informed quarters put the 
total cost to the Jewish community of all refugee work 
in this country at nearly £11,000 a week, or well over 
half-a-million a year. As an addition to the heavy 
burdens imposed by the necessities of th State, and the 
still heavier ones that are probably coming, this figure 
is a formidable and serious one. The expenditure is, 
of course, being borne by private generosity, which, 
since there has now been no public appeal for a long 
time, would appear to mean that a very large part of 
it is coming from the pockets of the better-to-do 
minority—an inference of which hot-headed communal 
reformers might usefully take note. But the question 
inevitably arises whether arge an outlay can con- 
tinue without gravely afflectiNg the whole organisation 
of the Community; and beyond the frequent wails 
heard from orgapisationattyeasurers, and the under- 
standable anxiet by those paid officials 
subject to “cuts,” xprefsed by their friends and 
well-wishers, this situation never to be systemati- 
cally discussed. The position will, of course, have to 
be faced, and sooner rather than later. Perhaps 
American Jewry may provide help—or should we say, 
more help. But one of the most potent sources of 
relief would be an accelerated passage for transmigrants 
to lands Overseas. 


HABONIM IN DANGER 


OnE of the most poignant illustrations of our sickly 
communal finances is to be found in the extremely 
serious position into which the Zionist youth move- 
ment Habonim has now drifted. It is true that 
impecuniosity has been its lot since inception, but 
never before has that been quite so desperate as now, 
and the fact is that the organisation will, if help is not 
soon forthcoming, have no alternative but to close 
down. Its annual requirements after the closest econo- 
mies have been effected amount to some £1,000 a 
year. But its sole income is an annual grant of £500 
from the Jewish National Fund. It may be said that 
if its 4,000 members would each subscribe only half a 


_ crown a year, the position would be saved. But the 


majority are children from 10 to 15 years of age, and 
many of them come from extremely poor homes. The 
work of Habonim has had a picturesqueness and 
Originality which have been like a whiff of fresh air in 
an otherwise arid desert of conventionality. Of its 
failings, most can be attributed to sheer lack of funds. 
Of its solid services in awakening the Jewish enthu- 
siasms of the young, there can be no two opinions. 
Surely the Community will not let it become an early 
victiin of the war conditions! In particular its labours 
have been of vital significance to Zionism. Are there 
not enough sincere Zionists in Anglo-Jewry to see it 
through its present tribulations?

MANCHESTER HONOURS 
NEVILLE LASKI 


Sacrifices for Communal 
Work 


EX-PRESIDENT OF DEPUTIES 
AND HIS SUCCESSOR 


[From our Correspondent] 


Mr. Neville Laski, K.C., ex-President of the Board 
of Deputies, and his successor, Professor S. Brodetsky, 
were present on Sunday at a luncheon given in Mr. 
Laski’s honour at the Cheetham Assembly Rooms, by 
the Council of Manchester and Salford Jews. 

Mr. R.  Barrow-Sicree (President, Manchester 
Shechita Board) said that it was a unique occasion in 
Anglo-Jewish history, and a splendid augury for the 
future of the community, that both the new President 
of the Board and his immediate predecessor were there 
that day. It was proof of a welcome spirit of amity 
between those who are working-and those who have 
worked for the benefit of Anglo-Jewry and the whole 
Jewish people. 

Mr. Laski had discharged his duties as President 
with credit, said Mr. Sicree, through seven of the most 
terrible years in Jewish history, and with his upright- 
ness of character he had upheld the dignity of the Jew 
wherever he went. “Our friend has made sacrifices. 
There have been complaints in the Press that the Jewish 
Community do not support those who give them ser- 
vice. Mr. Neville Laski knew full well, when he entered 
the Presidency, that this would mean great sacrifices for 
him in his own profession. Now that he has laid down 
the reins of office, we look forward to a continuation 
of his brilliant legal career.” 

Rabbi Dr. A. Altmann (the Communal Rabbi) said that 
Mr. Laski had been a stout-hearted and unwavering 
defender of the Jewish people throughout the world. His 
peaceful work would long outlive the evils of Hitlerism. 
Unfortunately, owing to the war, the community had not 
been able in a proper way to celebrate the Golden Wedding 
of Mr. Laski's parents. It was most appropriate to offer 
them now the congratulations of all and to state that it 
was the golden heart of the Laski family, to which British 
Jewry was so much indebted, whch had been the main- 
spring of Mr. Neville Laski's achievements. 


An Overwhelming Burden 


On rising to reply to the toast to his health, Mr. Laski 
received a great ovation, and he thanked the Council for 
the honour they had paid him. A month after he took up 
the Presidency of the Board of Deputies, he began. the 
Jewish people became the laboratory experiment for Nazi 
cruelty, a scourge which was now directing itself against 
the world at large. The new situation naturally involved a 
vast change in the character of and responsibilities attach- 
ing to the Presidency, and duly the impression gained 
ground (not least in Manchester) that he found himself so 
occupied with communal life that he had less and less time 
for professional obligations. 

“In due course,” he continued, “ my service to the com- 
munity became almost the sole interest in my life, and the 
financial burden to myself, in view of my duty to my wife 
and family, was no small one. I have never complained 
about this before, but oné has to live, and, in terms of 
sheer living, one has got sometimes to lay down the bur- 
den.” Mr. Laski paid a moving tribute to his wife, who 
had been his “ best and most truthful friend” during the 
recent arduous years, and said he felt sure that Mrs. 
Brodetsky also would prove a tremendous source of help 
and encouragement to her husband in his new work. 


The Problems Ahead 


“If Professor Brodetsky, who has won such distinction 
in mathematics, in Jewish life generally, and in the work of 
the Jewish Agency, requires my help and the benefit of 
such experience as I have, they are unreservedly at his 
disposal,” said Mr. Laski, amid applause. 

Mr. Laski then surveyed the tasks which faced the Board. 
Foremost among these was the defence of the Anglo-Jewish 
community against anti-Semitism, which had been artifi- 
cially pumped into this country from abroad. By resisting 
anti-Semitism, Jews would do their fellow-citizens a great 
service, for it was a poison which always had a corrupting 
effect upon the life and citizenship of any country in which 
it was allowed to spread. 

With regard to problems abroad, Mr. Laski considered 
that one of the most urgent and primary tasks was to create 
in the Jewish people a unified opinion, and to secure the 
greatest common measure of unity on the problems of the 
Diaspora and of Palestine. 

“Even if we Know we have to sink,” he said, “ we 
cannot any longer attempt to swim in a sea of promises. 
We must see to it that our needs are met in terms of 
humanity. We want the same equality of rights and of 
obligations that we enjoy in this Britain of which we are 


so proud to be available for all our brethren, and we 
know that the gifts our people can confer and have con- 
ferred will be given manifold in return for the rights of 
which the God of the Jews and the God of the Christians 
alike intended that no people should be deprived. 

In concluding with wishes to Professor Brodetsky, 
Mr. Laski suggested for the President’s consideration an 
extension of the Secretariat of the Board in the form of a 
Statistical and Information Bureau relating to the affairs 
of the Anglo-Jewish Community, and also the establish- 
ment of a Bureau to collect material from which to shape 
the Jewish point of view for presentation to the Peace 
Conference. 

Mr. Nathan Laski, J.P., who proposed the toast of “ The 
Board of Deputies.” said that Professor Brodetsky’s speech 
at the Board just after his election had had a marked effect 
on all present, including some of those who had on 
occasions disagreed with his views on Zionism. Prof. 
Brodetsky had expressed his desire to unite the community, 
and in these endeavours he deserved to have the support 
of all persons of influence in Jewish life. 

Mr. S. H. Steinart, J.P. (Vice-President, Council of 
Manchester and Salford Jews), seconding the toast, said 
that Prof. Brodetsky was a worthy successor to Mr. Laski. 


Prof. Brodetsky Urges Unity 


Prof. Brodetsky, responding, said that he welcomed Mr. 
Neville Laski's assurance of support, and, in fact, Mr. 
Laski had already been of considerable assistance to him in 
connection with Board of Deputies’ work. 

The Board, he stressed, must be an independent, demo- 
cratic institution, representative of every section of the 
community, and not subservient to any person or section 
outside the Board. In future, Jews should concentrate 
more on the things which united them than on the points 
of difference. They\could sit down and study the various 
Jewish. preblems of the day and shape a practical pro- 
gramme based on realities, not on slogans or sectional 
philosophies. There had been artificial wars in the past 
between different parts of the Jewish people. For his part, 
he regarded all Jews as constituting one community whose 
fortunes were intertwined, and it was necessary to bring 
to bear on Jewish problems the wisdom and knowledge of 
many and diverse sections of the Jewish people in various 
countries. He hoped that peace for the Jews would be 
achieved as a constituent of peace for the whole of man- 
kind. 

With regard to the status of Anglo-Jewry, Prof. Brodet- 
sky concluded, Zionists and non-Zionists were united in a 
determination to preserve the status of Jewish citizens in 
this country. They were all proud of their British citizen- 
ship, because it was the symbol for the whole world of 
what. was best in citizenship. 

The Chairman at the luncheon, Major E. C. Q. Henri- 


‘ques, J.P. (brother of the late Mr. H. S. Q. Henriques, 


K.C., who was a former President of the Board of 
Deputies), was thanked for presiding by Councillor A. 
Moss, on behalf of the gathering Officials of the Board 
who attended the luncheon included Messrs. A G Brotman 
(Secretary), S. Salomon (Press Officer), and Levy (Clerk).

An All-round Improvement 
{From our C orrespondent) 


Presiding at the monthly meeting gf the Jewish Minis- 
ters Visitation Committee, held at Brandsby Lodge, the 
Rev. A. S. Super said that they had met to consider the 
reports for the past month, particularly in view of what 
had been reported of his account of the Committee's 
activities in a recent issue of THe JewisH CHRONICLE. 
After having carefully analysed the returns of visita- 
tions, and having made arrangements to check the work 
done, he was now satisfied that the members of the Com- 
mittee were carrying out their duties in a satisfactory 
manner. There had been some defaulters in the past, 
but it was, he agreed, unjust that the whole Committee 
should be stigmatised for the failings of one or two 
members. 


Expenses Borne by United Congregation

A large house, acquired by the Committee, has 
been adapted as a hostel for a number of girls and boys, 
In addition, the premises are used for the general adminis- 
tration and medical services of the Orphanage and as a 
distributing centre for the children’s equipment. On. the 
estate a hut has been erected which ts used as a play centre. 

Che local authorities and other public officials have given 
every assistance in bringing the hostel and the.hut into 
being 

Cordial Relationship with Non-Jews 


From the time we came to Worthing there has been the 
most cordial relationship between the officers of — the 
Orphanage and the civic and Government evacuation 
officials. The Worthing residents have also shown every 
consideration for our children, and have expressed their 
admiration for their conduct and general behaviour. 

Although the local Education Committee has not been 


‘able to provide accommodation for all our children in one 


school, nevertheless, the Orphanage teachers are with them 
wherever they are being taught; and Mr. Content, the Head- 
master, makes a daily tour to see his pupils. In due course, 
all the children may be accommodated in one building, as 
they are for religious instruction. Sabbath services are 
held regularly. 

Within the past few weeks a Hebrew Congregation has 
been formed by those who have come to live in Worthing 
since the outbreak of hostilities. Recently. they provided 
the children with a treat. It is an indication that the 
Norwood Orphanage lives in the hearts of Anglo-Jewry. 

During the recent school holiday, the children were enter- 
tained by the staff. Many friends of the Orphanage have 
provided gifts and treats. The Committee is anxious to 
widen the activities of the Orphanage. The development 
of these schemes will depend, however, on the financial 
support which the Community can give. 


Mr. Charles Barnett organised an entertainment last week 
for 1,700 Jewish orphans and evacuee children at the Odeon 
Cinema, Worthing, through the generosity of Mr. Oscar 
Deutsch. Mr. Barnett thanked Mr. Content, Headmaster 
of the Orphanage, Mr. John Walker, Manager, and the 
staff of the Odeon, as well as the artists and other helpers, 
for. their co-operation. 


EVACUATION PROBLEMS IN 
BRIGHION AND HOVE 


Proposal to Establish Hostel 
[From our Correspondent} 


A meeting was held in the Board-room of the Middle 
Street Synagogue last Sunday, to consider problems of 
evacuation Representatives were present from the 
Brighton and Hove Hebrew Congregation (and Ladies’ 
Guild), the Hove Hebrew Congregation § (and 
Ladies’ Guild), and the Men’s and Women’s Lodges of 
B'nai B'rith. 

Mr. B. Lieberman presided, and the following partici- 
pated in the discussion: The Rey. I. Fabricant, Rabbi 
B. Wilner, Alderman Barnett Marks, Messrs. Max 
Adler, M. Emanuel, B. Golomb, Hugh Harris, J. Sawyer, 
Sidney Scharff, Mesdames S. Curwen, VM. Emanuel, L. 
Fabricant, K. Mautner, S. Scharfl. V. Schonfeld and 
B. Wilner. 

Concern was expressed about the religious welfare 
of some eight hundred evacuated Jewish children now 
accommodated in non-Jewish homes in the local recep- 


‘tion area. The following resolution was passed Unani- 


mously : 

This meeting approves the proposal to establish a hostel for 
Orthodox Jewish children evacuated to Brighton and Hove, and 
will do all in its power to co-operate with the Jewish authorities 
in London to this end. It does not, however, teel justified in 
calling upon the local Community (which has already incurred 
heavy financial responsibilities during the present emergency) 
to bear the cost of any financial deficiency which may be 
involved 

It was decided to inquire into the budget required for 
a hostel, and to consult further with the: Board of 
Deputies and other interested bodies. For these pur- 
poses, the above-named ladies and gentlemen were con- 
stituted into a Committee, with Mrs. S. Scharff (85, Hol- 
land Road, Hove) as Hon Secretary. 


The Women's Appeal Committee in London is sponsor- 
ing a new project, a Concert Party which will work with 
the Eddie Cantor Fund for the child victims of Nazi perse- 
cution. Mrs. Anthony de Rothschild and Mrs. 1. M. Sieff 
are the Joint Chairmen of the Committee, and Mr. Maurice 
Mitzman is the Secretary. As mentioned in the paragraph 
in Deborah says .. ‘on the Home Page tn this tssue. 
the first meeting of the newly formed Committee will shortly 
be held in Brighton. 

The Rev. I. Fabricant, Officiating Jewish Chaplain to 
H.M. Forces in Sussex, presided, last Sunday, at a delegate 
meeting called to constitute a local Jewish War-Services 
Committee.

$250,000 FOR CHRISTIANS 


American-Jewish Gift 


The United Jewish Appeal in New York has 
announced the allocation of $250,000 for Christian 
refugees. Half of this sum is to be presented 
to the Pope for Catholic refugees and the other half 
to the Rev. George Arthur Buttrick, President of the 
Synodical Council of the Congregational Church of the 
United States (who has been chosen by President Roose- 
velt as his adviser, with Dr. ~— Adler, on ways and 
means of re-establishing world peace), for distribution 
among Protestants. 

The Catholic portion of this allocation has been 
designed as a memorial for the late Pope, whose 
“magnificent struggle against racialism the Jews will 
never forget.” 


MUSSOLINI’S-INTERVENTION NOT YET 
EFFECTIVE 


Jews Still Turned Out of Italy 


An emigration committee dealing with the increasing 
number of emigrants who leave Central Europe for overseas 
via Italy has been established in Genoa. It is headed by 
Signor Luzatto, formerly of the Milan committee. 

The facilities and permits to stay which Jewish refugees 
in Italy were expecting have not yet been given. Jewish 
immigrants who came to Italy after the anti-Jewish laws 
were put into force (March 12, 1939) have to leave the 
country within six months. Applications for extension are 
being rejected by the Ministry of the Interior. 

The re-establishment of the Milan Committee was per- 
mitted upon the pledge that 100 emigrants would leave 
Milan every month, 40,000 lire (£500) are spent weekly to 
maintain the refugees in Milan. A small number of them 
live in Genoa, Trieste, and Rome. At present immigration 
is permitted only upon presentation of a transit visa and a 
ship's ticket. | 


BULGARIA EXPELS REFUGEES 


Jews who no longer enjoy the protection of their 
respective Governments, especially Jews from Germany, 
former Czechoslovakia, and Spain, aie been ordered by the 
Bulgarian police authorities to leave the country within 
fifteen days. They are not allowed to take with them more 
than 300 levas (£1) per person. 


S. RHODESIA STOPS IMMIGRATION 


Mr. H. H. Davis, the new Minister of Internal Affairs in 
Southern Rhodesia, has issued an order prohibiting any 
further immigration owing to growing unemployment among 
the white population. In future employers wishing to 
introduce labour from another country must apply for a 
special permit to the Ministry of Internal. Affairs. 

The British Government, it is understood, has been asked 
not to issue any more visas to aliens wishing to settle in 
Southern Rhodesia. 


CANADIAN NATIONAL COMMITTEE 


[From our Correspondent—QUEBEC] 


An important step forward was made by the Canadian 
National Committee on Refugees and Victims of Political 
Persecution when, at a meeting presided over by the Rt. 
Rev. Arthur Carlisle, Bishop of Montreal, a branch of the 
Committee was formed in that city. This links Montreal 
with the other important centres already interested in this 
work. The Hon. Cairine Wilson, Chairman of the Com- 
mittee, stated that permission had been granted by the 
Government to bring in and place in private homes in 
Canada one hundred refugee children, under supervision of 
Child Welfare agencies. 

Tue office of the American-Jewish Joint Distribution Com- 
mittee in Amsterdam, which supervised the emigration of Jews 
from the Reich, has been transferred to Brussels.

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THE KITCHENER REFUGEE THE AUSTRIAN CENTRE Obituary a 
CAMP IN WAR-TIME High Schools to be Started 
Facing Up to Special Conditi PROGRESS OF CHILDREN’S CAMP 
& pec Poet, Playwright, and Civil Servant 


By PROFESSOR NORMAN BENTWICH 


The Kitchener Camp for German Refugees at Rich- 

borough has been full to capacity since the outbreak 
of war. In the week before the war came on us, the 
numbers in it amounted to 3,300; and during the last 
days when it was possible to reach England some 
remnants who had managed to dash out from Germany 
arrived. 
' The men in the Camp were immediately engaged during 
the first weeks of the crisis in war-work; they constructed 
first-aid posts in the Camp, made stretchers, and carried 
out the arrangements for a complete black-out. Some 
hundreds, too, were taken each day to the towns in the 
neighbourhood to fill sandbags and for similar defence 
purposes. 

A little later, six of the alien tribunals, which are examin- 
ing the case of every enemy alien in the country, were 
appointed to examine the men: and they completed 
their task in less than a month. All but a handful were 
given the mark of “ refugees from Nazi oppression.” and 
freed from the restrictions placed on enemy aliens. 

Then, in November, the men were invited to register 
themselves for National Service, and the opportunity was 
given to them to enrol in the Auxiliary Military Pioneer 
Corps. Enlistment of the men has been somewhat slow, 
but some hundreds have now been enrolled and are being 
trained to go out in Companies of the Corps with British 
officers and non-commissioned officers 


National Service 


Some of the refugees who have been on the staff of the 
Camp and have proved their worth have been appointed 
N.C.O.s themselves, and are proud of their stripes. <A 
number also of the skilled craftsmen, engineers, and elec- 
tricians who are in the Camp will, it ts hoped, be able to 
use their skill in National Service. There are, too, nearly 
100 medical doctors and dentists, some with high qualifica- 
tions. who have hitherto been debarred from activity in 
their profession, but who, it is hoped, will soon be able to 
do service. Others in the Camp, not yet enrolled, are 
assisting the Army in various ways. ae 

A few of the men have been able to obtain civil 
employment through the Labour Exchanges, where they 
have some special skill that ts. wanted for the countrys 
needs, 

The emigration to America and Austraha and Palestine, 
which had just begun to flow before the outbreak of war, 
was inevitably checked. A few score of the men, how- 


‘ever. who had their Immigration Certificates for Palestine, 


were able to go; and during the last period the flow of 
emigration to America has been resumed, 


Emigration Difficulties 


It is hoped that in this years quota for the Unjted 
States, 600 to 700 men of the Camp will be included. 
Where the men are, married and their families can emigrate 
with them. and they have a prospect of leaving by next 
summer, they are being encouraged to go. What holds up 
the emigration at the moment is the lack of money for 
passages because the. tickets that had been obtained by 
most of them in Germany for German lines are, of course, 
wasted. 

Some of the Camp activities were hampered for a time 
by the war. The educational classes in English and other 
languages had to be curtailed, partly because of more 
pressing occupation, partly because of the temporary 
requisitioning of the classrooms: but these activities have 
been resumed, and the men joining the Auxiliary Pioneer 
Corps, as well as those who are civilians, attend the classes. 

The cinema in the Camp, which was equipped by the 
men: themselves, has been reopened and gives its per- 
formances each night. The Camp orchestra has resumed 
its entertainment, and has been in request in the neighbour- 
hood for charitable performances. The B.B.C.,,-having had

Cultural Life Goes On 


The Camp University, also, in which men with scholarly 
or scientific attainments lecture to their fellows on all 
manner of subjects, Jewish and general, scientific and 
literary, has resumed its activities. The lectures, the 
entertainments and the listening to the radio, English and 
German, fill in the long. dark evening hours, which might 
otherwise be dreary. Every man must be within the Camp 
lines before dusk; and no man moves from the Camp 
without his gas mask. 

‘lt is the peculiar hardship of the Camp that men who 
long to show their gratitude for their asylum in England, 
and do service here, are, at the same time, in constant and 
carking anxiety for their families in Germany and Austria. 
They are cut off, but are striving in all possible ways to 
get them out to some neutral country. Especially hard is 
the lot of some who had managed, after great efforts, to 
obtain the permit for their wives or parents to come to 
Eneland. and now have their hopes dashed. 

The Camp is an epitome of both the ene? and the 
hopefulness of the refugees in this universal trial. On the 
one hand, willingness to serve and the prospect of a possi- 
bility of service; on the other, a snapping of the physical 
ties with their own kith and kin, and the daily anxiety 
which they must face as strangers in a strange land, 


The Austrian exiles in their centre in Westbourne Terrace, 
Paddington, are preserving all that was best in democratic 
Austria. They are shortly going to start a Volkshochschule 
(Popular High School). 

Dr. Hollitscher, one of the Secretaries of the Austrian 
Centre, told me about the scheme, of which he is in charge, 
writes a JEWISH CHRONICLE representative. 

“In Vienna in 1907,” he said, “ there were begun evening 
classes for workers who had only an elementary education. 
They were marvellously successful. So in London in 1940, 
we are going to begin classes on similar lines. The British 
Council is giving us every assistance. With the help of 
some who were leading spirits in the Viennese schools, we 
have built up an educational programme which will cater 
for the needs of the 4.000 refugees who are members of the 
Centre. 

“There will be classes in English and in German. 
Subjects will include physics, astronomy, chemistry, political 
theory, sociology, and many kindred topics. The English 
classes will deal with English art, literature. and institutions. 
With these will go practical courses designed to re-train our 
members. The courses will be open to members at a charge 
of only sixpence a month.” 

Among the teachers, Dr. Hollitscher told me, there will 
be many highly qualified lecturers, including professors 
from the University of Vienna. 


New Workshops for the Kiddies 


Mr. Lecpold Baum, head of the workshop of the Austrian 
Centre, has left for Claydon, near Ipswich, to establish new 
workshops in the Children’s Refugee Camp, which is run 
by the Movement for the Care of Children from-Germany. 

“We are going to have two different workshops,” Herr 
Baum said to a Jewish CHRONICLE representative, “one for 
tatloring and one for shoe repairs. ~A special course is run 
for suit cleaners. It is amazing to see- how cleverly these 
youngsters work and how much they love these classes. 
which are meant to serve them one day to make a living. 

“ There is, for instance, a boy of 14 who is able to carry 
Out complicated repairs in our tailoring workshop without 
any help-—-just as if he had done so for vears. ' Another 
one of 17 specialises in ironing and his hobby is to remove 
bad stains 

“One of my duties.” continued Mr. Baum. “ consists in 
looking after the condition of the children’s clothes. Since 
many of them are away from home for quite a long time, 
they lack overcoats, suits, underwear, shoes, etc.. and would 
be grateful for any gifts’ that may be sent to them (boys 
only). We are also in urgent need of tools, machinery, 
materials, and would welcome any trifles that could be 
contributed by sympathisers. Fathers and mothers may 
bear in mind the fate of these children whose parents live 
somewhere in Nazi Germany or Poland, separated from 
them for an unlimited period.” 

The camp in Claydon consists of a big building, contain- 
ing a great number of rooms, adapted for the purpose. A 
Rabbi from Germany holds daily services in the synagogue. 

Tite scheme, working under the auspices of the International 
Red Cross, whereby people in this country may send messages 
of not more than twenty words to felatives in Germany or 
German-occupied territory, is working very successfully. More 
than 6,000 messages have already been sent 

SOME refugees have been asking whether they are permitted 
to reside within twenty muiies of the East Coast of England. 
Inquiry has been made of a responsible Home Office official, 


who said that so far as he was aware there was no ruling on 
the matter. 


The death occurred suddenly at his London residence, - 
on Friday, of Mr. Humbert Wolfe, the well-known poet, 
playwright and civil servant, at the age of 54. As a 
poet he was held in literary esteem and in as popular 
esteem as any poet in this unpoctical age. “ Requiem,” 
published in 1927, may be considered ‘his profoundest 


_work. In general, his chief qualities were grace and 
charm, fancifulness, and felicitous satire expressed 
with extreme economy 
of words. He was the 
editor of the recently- 


issued National Service 
Handbook, and a 
brilliant translator, re- 
viewer, and wit. 

Mr. Wolfe was born of 
Jewish parents in Milan, 
Italy, and was educated 


School and at Wadham 
| College, Oxford. In 


April, 1908, he entered 
| the Board of Trade, and 
x: played a part in the for- 
~ mation of the nucleus of 
a labour department there, which subsequently led to 
the establishment of the Ministry of Labour. In March, — - 
1938, Mr. Wolfe was appointed Deputy Secretary to the 
Ministry of Labour, and held that position until his 
death. He gained the greatest respect for his efficiency 
in helping in arbitration cases in which the Ministry 
imMervened to prevent strikes. More than forty of his 
book’ and ‘tollections of: poems have been published. 
His play, “ The Silent Knight,” was produced in 1937 
at St. James's Theatre. 

One of his books, entitled “ Now a Stranger,” gave 
details of his boyhood days in Bradford. A further 
instalment of his autobiography, “The Upward 
Anguish,” published in 1938, tells the story of his student 
life at Oxford University. Mr. Wolfe records his own 
triumph over the handicaps besetting an unknown 
Jewish youth from a provincial town. At the beginning 
of the book he encounters the snubs of public-school 
boys; half-way through he is still regarded as an outsider 
by the best people in the University: but at the end he 
has been accepted in the most exclusive circles. 

In 1918, Mr. Wolfe received the honour of C.B.E.. 
and in 1925 the C.B. 

Mr. Wolfe took no active part in Jewish affairs. In 
October, 1936, he spoke at a meeting at Kingsway Hall, 
London, in commemoration of the tenth anniversary 
of the death of Israel Zangwill. He also addressed. on 
one occasion, the West London Synagogue Association. 
He leaves a widow and daughter.

RABBI SIMEON BAUMBERG 


Dayan H. M. Lazarus writes: 

Rabbi Simeon Baumberg, who passed away at his 
residence, 6, Blenheim Gardens, Willesden Green, was one 
of the Rabbi “ District Supervisors” and was authorised 
by the Chief Rabbi and Beth Din to pasken shaalos in his 
neighbourhood. He was born at Lodz, Poland, in 1872, 
and his eatly Hasidic association left him a student of 
Jewish mysticism, the philosophical Kabbalah, while his

Rabbi Baumberg played the violin with joyous 
emotion, especially Jewish music. At the age of 13 he 
became the call of Rabbi Moses Baruch Cohen, of 
Izbica, who in the course of time gave him his daughter 
to wife, and in his latter days employed his pupil and son- 
in-law as his assistant in the Rabbinical office. Rabbi 
Baumberg received his Rabbinical qualifications from 
Rabbi Joshua Trunk, of Kutno, and from the famous 
Rabbi of Plock, Jecheskel Lipschitz, later of Kalisch. He 
leaves a widow and two sons. 


MR. JULIUS MARKS 


Rabbi Dr. Erste writes: 

With the passing of Mr. Julius Marks. East-End Jewry 
has lost one of its most indefatigable workers in the realm 
of charitable endeavour. As Gabbai for over forty years 
of the Booth Street Relief Institution and Synagogue, of 
which he had been, in collaboration with the late Rabbi 
A. Newman, one of the founders, he contributed much to 
thé progress and success of that Institution and to the 
alleviation, through its agency, of distress among the poor 
of the East-End. The strong charitable impulses that 
exercised his heart would tear him away from his business 
occupations to take personal charge at his beloved Institu- 
tion of the distribution of daily groceries and of Challoth 
and candles for Sabbaths and Festivals. The death, two 
years ago, of his wife who had shared to the full in all 
his work of succour, clouded his last days, bringing in 
its wake a painful illness that made it necessary for him 
to curtail his activities; yet his interest in the Institution 
and the poor he had served and loved so well was not 
diminished to the very end. A staunch and pious Jew, a 
faithful servant of God and his fellow men, this tireless 
labourer has entered upon his rest and recompense.

Pioneer in Palestine Development 


Mr, P. Horowrrz writes: 

Mr. J. H. Elkes, whose death, in London, hgs been 
mourned by a large circle of friends, was one o e first 
English businessmen to go in for large-scale investment in 
Palestine. In that respect he was a pioneer in the upbuild- 
ing of the Jewish National Home. At a time when few 
English Jews thought of support of the Palestine endeavour 
in other than charitable terms, Mr. Elkes already had his 
fine orange grove in Rehovoth and an active interest in a 
number of commercial and industrial concerns scattered 
throughout the Holy Land. By his example and through his 
enterprise, he had a considerable influence in laying the 
foundation-stones of the industrial development upon which 
the country’s ability to absorb new refugees and settlers 
so largely depends. A constant supporter of the Jewish 
National and other Zionist funds, Mr. Elkes was, in 
addition, a lovable personality known throughout the East 
for his charitable work and unfailing interest in every Jewish 
cause. 


A further tribute to the memory of Mr. Elkes has been 
received from Mr. Z. Stalbow. 


Mr. Jets SALMON, a managing director of Messrs. J. 
Lyons and Co., Ltd., died on Tuesday, in London, at the 
age of fifty-one. He was educated at the City of London 
School, and at the age of fifteen began his apprenticeship 
with the famous catering firm. Mr. Salmon was a brother 
of Sir Isidore Salmon, M.P.. Chairman of Lyons, and a 
director of the Strand Palace and Regent Palace Hotels. 

Dr. HUGO HERRMANN, a noted author of books on 
Zionism and Palestine, and a former leading Zionist. in 
Czechoslovakia, died last week in Jerusalem, at the age 
of 53. He was a familiar figure at Zionist Congresses. 

MR. ABRAHAM ATKIN, a veteran of the Orthodox Jewish 
Community of Jerusalem, died there recently at the age of 
87. He went to Palestine 50 years ago, and owned con- 
siderable property in Tel-Aviv and Jerusalem. 

The death occurred recently in Leeds of Mr. MYER 
ROSENBERG, Gabbai of the Louis Street Synagogue, and an 
active worker-dn its committees. He was a liberal sup- 
porter of the Synagogue and local charities. He leaves 
a widow and family. |

DEMOCRATISING THE DEPUTIES 


Some time ago the American Jewish Congress tried a 
method of representation theoretically more democratic 
than that which obtains at the Board of Deputies——the 
method of direct election. The experiment was a lamentable 
failure, for the simple reason that the electors—the members 
of the American Jewish Community—were not sufficiently 
interested to take the trouble to vote. The same is true of 
elections to the Zionist Congress as far as the English- 
speaking countries are concerned. That the existing system 
of representation on the Board of Deputies is antiquated 
and inadequate is granted. But it could only be made as 
democratic as it is desired were the institutions represented 
and those who compose them prepared to exact a sufficient 
degree of diligence from their Deputies, It would be a very 
useful reform if the Board met less frequently, but sat for 
a whole day on each occasion, so as to make it really 
worth while for provincial members to make the journey 
to London. But all changes can do no more than scratch 
the surface of the problem unless they are accompanied 
by a change of spirit in the Jews of Britain. Unless we 
reform ourselves mere institutional reforms can do little 
to improve the quality of our Jewish public life.—LaNcas-

In an editorial reference under the above heading to the 
Hendon Labour Bazaar in THe Jewitsu CnHronicie of 
December 29, you comment on the Jewish position in rela- 
tion to political parties in this country. I entirely agree 
that every Jew has the same right as any other citizen to 
identify himself with that party which represents his 
personal political viewpoint, and that Jewry as a whole 
cannot be specifically identified with one political creed. 
The bazaar stall to which you referred, however. was 
organised by and carried the name of the North-West 
Branch of the Poale Zion. which is affiliated to the Hendon 
Labour Party. It was thus, in fact, a stall arranged in 
exercise Of their just rights by Jewish Socialists, con- 
stituent members of their local Labour Party. In the light 
of these facts, it is clear that they were perfectly at liberty 
to act as they did—L. Hirscn (Chairman, North-West 
Branch, Poale Zion), 336, Watford Way, N.W.4.

I feel that the best thanks of the Jews in Eire are due 
to you for the timely publication regarding the position of 
the Chief Rabbi of this country.

FASCIST’S POGROM CALL 


On to Whitechapel ! 
POLICE INACTION 


[From Our Special Correspondent] 


Incitement to murder Jews concluded a speech by 
a Fascist woman speaker at Finsbury Square last week. 

“If you can commit murder,” she said, “Tl 
take you to a place where you can kill a tew people, 
and Britain will smell better.” Fascist supporters in 
the audience shouted, some more boldly than others, 
“ Start at Aldgate! On to Whitechapel! Down with 
the Yids!" 

The police stood by silent and inactive. 

The speaker. who said that she was twentv-one"and 
was feeling sore at the thought that her husband had 
been called up for military service, chose to dircct 
her resentment against the Jews. She preferred her 
husband to go into action against certain elements in 
this country, she said, rather than against Germany. She 
then followed with the remarks quoted above 

Her previous comments seemed to indicate that she 
did not want Britain to win the war. “If Britain con- 
quered Germany,” she said, “ the Jew would be firmly 
seated in the saddle for my lifetime at least”: and she 
went on to attack Mr. Chamberlain and Mr. Hore- 
Belisha. The usual slanders were her stock-in-trade. 

Her talk reminded me of Lor’ Haw-Haw’s broad- 
casts; and I would recommend those who have heard 
him to go also to a Fascist meeting. A talk by a Fascist 
is the equivalent to a broadcast by Lord Haw-Haw. The 
similarity is worth noting. 

This meeting alone was evidence that there is much 
defence work to be done The enemies of the Jews 
are active, and the Jews themselves must show equal 
activity. The Jewish Defence Committee now holds 
the field alone, and to it British Jewry will look.

A War Casualty 
THREE YEARS OF ANTI-FASCIST STRUGGLE 


{[Fror: our Special Correspondent) 


The Jewish People’s Council Against Fascism and 
Anti-Semitism is officially dead. At an Executive 
meeting held last week it was decided to close the 
organisation, which had existed in skeleton form since 
the outbreak of war. 

There was, I understand, a long discussion as to the 
nature of the statement which should be issued. It 
was finally agreed that statements be sent to organisa- 
tions affiliated to the J.P.C. and to the Press. 


Both statements stress that the restrictions accompany- 
ing the outbreak of war were in the main responsible 
for the decision to close down. The J.P.C., like other 
bodies, had curtailed its open-air activities, but it did 
not have the financial resources to enable it to tide over 
an inactive period; and simultaneously, | believe, there 
developed a belief among affiliated bodies that in view 
of the war situation there was no longer any need for 
a special body to fight Fascist anti-Semitism. Events 
have exposed the shallowness of this belief; but the 
J.P.C. has been unable to survive. 

At the meeting, Mr. J. Jacobs, the Secretary, 
presented a report which showed how anti-Semitism 
was being actively fostered. He gave further instances 
of the activities of the “ Black-Out Heroes (of whom 
I wrote last week). He quoted a letter allegedly sent 
by a Jewish soldier now in France complaining bitterly 
of the amount of “ organised ” anti-Semitism he has to 
cope with. 


Its Early Days 


The Jewish People’s Council was formed in the 
stormy days of 1936, when the B.U.F. was tirst building 
up its organisation in East London. The Jewish Defence 
files of that period record assaults upon Jews and 
the development of a Nuremberg atmosphere in the 
East End. From its inception, the Jewish masses 
readily gave support to this organisation as an active 
fighter against anti-Semitism. At the same time, there 
proceeded an “ideological” war with the Anti- 
Defamation Campaign run by the Board of Deputiés. 
More recently, however, some measure of co-opera- 
tion—the exchange of speakers and literature, for 
instance—had been secured, and there was talk, if not 
prospect, of organisational unity 

To write an epitaph on the J.P.C. is unnecessary. Its 
work lives on. It was the first body to formulate, and 
ublj im, the now generally accepted truth 
that anti-Semitism is\merely a smoke-screen, and that 
the attack upon the JewS*«_a prelude to an atiack upon 
the liberties of all. The struggle against anti-Semitism, 
it showed, was therefore as much a task for the British 
people as a whole as for the Jews; and the struggle 
against Fascism and for the defence of cGemocratic 
rights was as much a task for the Jews as for the 
British people as a whole. It was this formulation 
which, for the first time in this field, brought home 
the identity of the interests of the Jew and 10n-Jew. 


British trade union leaders this week discussed Nazi 
propaganda leaflets purporting to describe Mr. Hore- 
Belisha’s business activities. The leaflets had been sent to 
this country from Germany via Sweden. The Non-Sectarian 
Anti-Nazi League, of New York, reports that Nazi literature 
is being sent to Ireland via the U.S.A. 


An anonymous letter, violently abusing Mr. Hore-Belisha 
and the Jews, and typed on what appears to be official War 
Office notepaper, is being investigated by officials of the 
department, it is reported. 


ACTION reports that Jacques Maurice Kamellard (23), of 
Willesden, a B.U.F. speaker, who was sentenced at the 
end of November to three months’ imprisonment for using 
insulting words at a Dalston meeting, has been released on 
a Home Office Order after serving only one month.

Have herrings split and boned. ~ Add 
chopped apple and gherkin to breadcrumbs, 
season with salt, pepper, and herbs, and add 
sufficient milk to bind.

To arrange food in oven: If controlled 
heat, set at 6. The potatoes will take about 
an hour and should go on the middle shelf;

higher in the oven, it would not take so 
long).

JERICHO AND JORDAN 


Still more news of Jerichos in England comes along. 
The latest I hear of from a correspondent is in Liver- 
pool. Jericho Lane, in the Aigburth district, runs down 
to the River Mersey. The district was associated three 
centuries ago with a Puritan or dissenting settlement, and 
it was they who gave the lane its Biblical name. A 
neighbouring farm, built early in the seventeenth cen- 
tury, is known as Jericho Farm. A nearby brook which 
runs into the river is called the River Jordan, while a 
subterranean stream which feeds this brook runs beneath 
the Greenbank Drive Synagogue. This stream is shown 
in an ordnance map of 1847. During excavations on the 
site of the Synagogue, in 1936, preparatory to its foun- 
dations being laid, workmen discovered this stream, 
which proved an unexpected difficulty. It is a coinci- 
dence that a feeder of the “ River Jordan” should have 
troubled the builders of a Synagogue.

The Palestine Post Office has never (according to its 
Critics) been very remarkable for its swiftness either in 
ideas or in practice, and certainly its latest oversight 
seems to bear out their criticisms.

THE NATIONAL CENTRAL LIBRARY 
Books Lent for Research 


In peace-time the British Isles has, in addition to a 
splendid public library service, a system of library co- 
operation under which all persons requiring books fo: way 
serious purpose are able to obtain them through their local 
public, university, or other library. The keystone of the 
national system is the National Central Library, which, 
in addition to being itself a great lending library, is the 
national centre for the inter-lending of books between one 
library and another. The system has become so efficient 
that practically any kind of serious literature can now be 
obtained by anyone on loan. . 

In war-time the national library service will not only con- 
tinue to be of the utmost importance to those who need 
books for general purposes, but it will also be of greatly 
increased value to Government departments, organisations, 
and persons needing special literature in connection with 
work of national importance. It is recognised that in 
tracing material for persons doing research on all forms 
of armaments, chemicals, foodstuffs, medicine, and so on, 
the National Central Library will be filling a gap the exist- 
ence of which was so serious a drawback during the last 


War. 


All applications for books or bibliographical information 
should be made through the reader's local library, but 
correspondence on any other subject should be addressed 
to the National Central Library at Bourne Lodge, Bourne 
End, Hemel Hempstead, Herts.

The “Lion” Hospital Aid Society War Relief Fund has 
sent consignments of strong boots and shoes to the London 
County Council organisers for all districts in London. 
Altogether, thousands of pairs have been sent out including 
many to other evacuation officers. The Society has also 
sent parcels of cakes, cigarettes, and chocolates to various 
hospitals to be distributed among wounded servicemen. 

Letters of thanks received by the Society show how much 
its work is needed in these times. A shortage of funds, 
however, is holding up much of its work. Appeals are 
coming in by every st, but unfortunately these cannot 
all be dealt with unless the Society obtains more dona- 
tions, which should be sent to the Countess Beatty, 22, 
Charing Cross Road, London, W.C.2. 


LONDON COUNTY COUNCIL SCHOOLS 
Provision of Milk tor Children 


Under the auspices of the London County Council, the 
“Milk in Schools Scheme” has been resumed for all 
children of school age in London. Voluntary milk clubs 
are being organised by teachers at schools, and at certain 
other premises which children attend for some form of 
instruction. All children are asked to pay 4d. for each 
one-third pint of milk. Provision is also made for children 
who need milk but cannot afford to pay. Parents wishing 
to receive milk should apply to the appropriate divisional 
officer for particulars of milk clubs in their district. 

The following are the districts which contain most 
Jewish children, with addresses of offices and telephone 
numbers: Hackney, Shoreditch and Stoke Newington, 
Upton House, Urswick Road, E.9 (Amherst 3281/2); City

JUSTIFYING ANTI-JEWISH LIES 
‘** All Grist to the Fascist Mill” 


The New STATESMAN AND NaTION records a conversa- 
tion with a member of the B.U.F. who boasts of the 
™ " gained by Fascist anti-refugee propaganda. 
“ | asked him,” comments the writer, “ whether he believed 
all this stuff about the Jews. He said that it did not matter 
at all whether it was true or not, all that mattered was 
whether it went over and brought grist to the Fascist mill. 
‘The truth of what you say is of no importance at all?’ 
* None at all,” he assured me. * Are you equally indifferent 
to the incidental results of your propaganda?’ | asked. * If 
for instance a large number of innocent and helpless people 
are mobbed and beaten up or murdered as a result of your 
lies, that doesn't worry you cither?* * Not in the slightest,” 
he said. ‘Somebody has to suffer in any revolution and it 
may as well be the Jews. The end justifies the means.” 

“Since they lost their uniforms,” the writer adds, “ the 
Fascists do not go in for mass membership, but concentrate 
on propaganda amongst the middle class and the Trade 
Unions. They have, of course, friends high up in society 
who may come in useful some day. The new technique 
is to send men round to pubs at night in particular districts, 
with instructions to create anti-Semitism. These men will 
drop in for a pint and begin, as if accidentally, discussing 
the war and suggest that the Jews are the cause of all our 
troubles. .. . aving spread their bit of sweetness and 
light, they crawl off to the next pub to do the same there. 

“There is plenty of discontent, plenty of inflammatory 
material lying about, and they hope gradually to build up 
some fixed prejudices and passions which will come in hand 
when the time comes. I say all this not because I think it 
will succeed,” the writer concludes, “ but because it is well 
that we should be aware that England is not necessarily 
immune from the incalculable disaster that happened in 
Germany.” 


There were ironic shouts of “ Heil Hitler!” and some 
booing from members of a crowd of about eighty which 
awaited the Hon. Unity Mitford's homecoming to High 
Wycombe from Germany on Thursday of last week. The 
police were present in considerable strength, and the road- 
way before the house was obstructed by a van.

NE of the best known of the ancient 

Rabbis was Rabbi Meir. He lived in 
real name, but he was called so on account 
of his spreading the light of knowledge by 
enlightener.’ His origin is unknown. It 
was said that he was. descended from the 
doubtful legend, became converted = to 
Judaism. 


A Script 


Meir was a humble scribe by trade, and 
his manuscripts were in great demand 
because, by introducing some chemical into 
the ink he employed he made it more last- 
ing and legible. He was endowed with a 
wonderful memory, and it is related that 
finding himself one Purim in a Jewish 
Community which had no Megillah he wrote 
one out without a copy. He attended the 
school of Rabbi Akiba, but, finding him- 
self not equal to the learned discussions 
that went on there, he went away and studied 
elsewhere until he could return with a better 
equipment. He then became recognised as 
no mean scholar. though he was passed over 
for older men with less ability, He referred 
to this in the famous saying: “* Do not look 
at the bottle so much as at the contents: 
many a new bottle contains old wine, but 
there are old bottles which often contain 
new «nd interior wine.” 


THE TREASURES 


Rabbi Meir’s wife, Beruriah, is almost as 
famous as he is, and I expect that many of 
you will have heard one beautiful story con- 
cerning her. While the Rabbi was away 
from home one Sabbath teaching. his two 
sons died suddenly, and Beruriah concealed 
their death in order not to spoil her beloved 
husband's Sabbath. When the holy day was 
over she asked Meir whether one ought not 
to restore treasures entrusted in pledge. “Of 
course,’ the Rabbi replied; “how can you 
ask such a question?” ‘Silently she led him 
to the room where the two boys lay in the 
stillness of death. “ Here,” she said, “ are 
treasures entrusted to us by the Almighty, 
worl at His demand we have given them

that taught by the Torah. ~ The . Torah, 
he said, “ renders those who study it worthy 
of the whole world; it instils into them the 
love of God and man, clothes them with 
humility and the fear of the Lord, enables 
them to be pious, just, upright, and true, 
removes them far from sin and brings them 
near to virtue, invests them with royal 
dignity, makes them moral and long-suffer- 
ing, steels them against wrong-doers, and 
lifts them above all the various happenings 
of life.” A hard worker himself, he con- 
demned idleness. “He who does not work 
on weekdays will end by being compelled 
to work on Sabbaths,” he declared, and he 
explained that idleness leads to crime, and 
crime to the prison-house, where work is 
compulsory on any day. Don't be too fussy, 
he urged, about the sort of work you do. 
it isn’t the work that matters so much as 
the spirit with which the workman tackles 
his job. That is what counts in the eves of 
Heaven.

his back on Judaism, and who was known 
by the nickname “Acher” (‘another’). To 
these critics he once replied: “If I find a 
juicy pomegranate, | eat the contents and 
throw the peel away.” One Sabbath he met 
Acher, who was on horseback, and he 
strode alongside of him. discussing some 
knotty point of law, for Acher was a great 
scholar. Eventually Acher reminded Meir 
that he had reached the limit of a permitted 
Sabbath day's journey and told him to turn 
back. Meir, who was anxious that the 
apostate should re-enter the fold of Judaism, 
replied: “ Do you return also!” But Acher 
retorted, perhaps a bit sadly and wistfully: 
“It is useless. If for other sinners there is 


forgiveness, for me the gates of grace remain 
closed because I have misused the intellec- 
tual gifts which God conferred on me.” 
When Acher was ill, Meir hastened to his 
bedside and claimed that before Acher died 


he succeeded in winning back this lost soul. 
He spread his mantle over Acher’s grave and 
paraphrased a verse of Ruth: “ Tarry this 
night in mortality; in the morning of 
blessedness the All-good will redeem thee: 
if not, then will I redeem thee.” 


CLOSING YEARS 

Meir had rather a sad life. In addition to 
the loss of his two sons, he lost his beloved 
wife in tragic circumstances, and he ended 
his days in exile in Asia Minor after a some- 
what undignified quarrel with the Patriarch, 
who was jealous of the honour paid to Meir. 
The latter felt that it would be better for 
him to go away, but his heart remained in 
Palestine, and when he died he asked that 
he might be buried by the seashore so that 
his body might be lapped by the waves that 
beat on the sands of the Holy Land. 
According to tradition, his .remains were 
eventually buried at Tiberias, where pilgrim- 
ages are still made to his supposed tomb, 
and many miracles are associated with it. 
Meir will always be remembered for the 
part he played in assisting in the preserva- 
tion of Jewish legal decisions and homi- 
letical passages that are scattered throughout 
the Talmud.

Annual Grand Lodge Meeting 


{From our Correspondent} 


The Annual Grand Lodge Meeting of the Order 
Achei Brith and Shield of Abraham was held at Absa 
House on Sunday, with Bro. H. Hyams in the Chair. 
Nearly one hundred delegates, including a _ large 
contingent from the Provinces, attended. _ 

The Grand President's address took the form of a review 
of his four years’ service, and he instanced such outstand- 
ing events as the Order's Jubilee celebrations, the formation 
of a Junior Lodge, and .measures adopted to deal with 
circumstances arising from the national emergency. 

National Health Insurance administration was reported 
on by Bro. L. C. Beber, J.P., Chairman of the Insurance 
Committee, who also dealt with the fifth valuation report. 
This report showed that the Society had a substantial dis- 
posable surplus which will enable insured members to 
obtain certain treatment benefits. 

\ report from the Order's representatives at the Board 
of Deputies was circulated amongst the delegates, and a 
supplementary statement by Bro. M. W. Domb evoked con- 
siderable discussion upon aspects of the Board’s work, 
particularly in the matter of anti-defamation. 

Among the important resolutions adopted by the Grand 
Lodge was one which provides for the setting up of a War 
Emergency Fund to which every male member will pay a 
weekly contribution, and this fund will be used for the 

avment of funeral contributions for members serving with 
-H.M. Forces. Another clause in the rule provides that 
members enlisting shall be exempt from the payment of 
contributions and shall be kept in benefit in certain 
categories. 

Arother rule approved is intended to provide that when 
a member receives an injury allowance under the Personal 
Imuries (Emergency Provisions) Act. 1939, his rate of sick- 
ness benefit shall be modified by the extent of the allowance. 


Admission of New Members 


Particular interest was centred in a discussion upon a 
series of resolutions intended to enable the Order to admit 
new members. There was general agreement that the matter 
be referred to the Executive Council, on the understanding 
that the principle of admitting new members was approved, 
but that the Executive Council should determine the rates 
of contributions and benefits.

SCHOOL FOR ORIENTAL STUDIES 


The Ahad Ha’am Lectureship Report 


Concurrently with the report for the past year of the 
School of Oriental and African Studies (University of 
London) is issued a report on the work of the session 
1938-9 of the Ahad Ha’am Lectureship nm Modern Hebrew. 
Nine students took the course, three men and six women 
which was a decrease compared with previous years, and 
was probably due to the uncertainties of the political 
situation. The usual classes, however, were carried on 
regularly 

Two students (says the report) deserve special mention— 
Mr. J. Brever, who was awarded the Lily Lubran Prize 
in recognition of his good work, and Mr. Ruskin-Levy an 
official of the Palestine Government, who also made 
excellent progress in advanced Modern Hebrew. 

In addition to the lectures in Modern Hebrew (including 
Classical Hebrew as part of the approved syllabus) given 
to the various students, a course in Classical Hebrew and 
Aramaic was arranged for Dt. Joseph Aquilina, a Maltese 
student. 

During the session, it is reported, the Modern Hebrew 
Grammar in English, prepared for the Linguanhone Course 
in Modern Hebrew, whose author is Mr. Ll. Wartski, B.A., 
the Lecturer in Modern Hebrew, has been published. 

In the general report of the School, note is made of 
the many works published and public lectures delivered 
by members of the staff, including Dr. L. D. Barnett, Senior 
Lecturer in Incian History and Sanskrit: Dr. Betty Heimann, 
Lecturer in Sanskrit and Indian Philoconhy: Dr S_ Birn- 
baum. Research Lecturer in Hebrew Palwography: Dr. S. 
Rawidowicz, Lecturer in. Hebrew Philosophy: and Mr.

Investments and Securities 


The outstanding feature of stock markets since the 


turn of the year has undoubtedly been the strong revival 


of the gilt-edged market. 

Prices have risen rapidly and substantially, and lead- 
ing securities such as War Loan and Conversion 34 per 
cent. are now within two — of the best prices of 
1939. This is in remarkable contrast with the position 
less than four months ago, when the securities were 
practically unsaleable at their minimum A cop War 
Loan, for instance, has been up to 96}. minimum 
price in the early weeks of the war was 88}. 

The revival has come with a return of the large 
investing institutions to the market, which parece 
had been sustained largely by support from small 
investors. It reflects the confidence of the nation in 
its leading securities, and the success of the Govern- 
ment’s monetary policy. It is as well an essential paving 
of the way for large-scale new war borrowing. The 
movement has had a favourable reflection throughout 
markets, and investment business in the industrial and 
other sections is growing. 


ALEXANDERS DISCOUNT 


The changed conditions in the money market in the past 
year, and especially in the past four months as a result of 
war conditions, are reflected in the report of Alexanders 
Discount Co. for 1939. Holdings of bills discounted and 
short-dated maturities at December 31 had risen to 
£27,804,776, compared with £24,066,578 a year previously, 
while Government and othe: securities stood at £5,835,306, 
against £9,755,502 The big increase in Treasury Bills has 
in fact enabled the Company to return largely to its proper 
function of financing bills, though it is probable that there 
has also been a transfer from long-dated security holdings 
to short maturities included with bills. Wider profit margins 
in bills are reflected in the net profit, after allowing for 
rebate on bills, of £177,000, against £154,500 previously. 
The year’s dividend is maintained at 174 per cent., and after 
£5,000 to pensions the carry forward is £20,000 higher at 
£151,000. It is notable that it ts not necessary this time 
to write down securities, for which purpose the £300,000 
investment reserve was used last year. 


MARTINS BANK 


Of especia! interest among the banking statements for 
1939 so far issued is that of Martins Bank. The Bank's 
headquarters are in Liverpool, and its figures reflect notice- 
ably the greater activity and prosperity of the Northern 
industrial areas. The year’s net profit, in contrast to that 
of most other banks, increased to £876,025, against 
£872,929. As a result, the Bank maintains the increased 
half-yearly rate of dividend instituted at the end of 1938, 
and the 7} per cent. payment makes 15 per cent. for the 
year, aga.nst 144 per cent. previously. After maintaining 
allocations to reserve, pensions, and premises redemption at 
£250,000 in all the carry forward is £330,749, against 
£328,730. The balance-sheet shows total assets’ of

Here he is engaged in merrily burlesquing the news- 
paper stunt—in this case a frantic endeavour by a declining 
publication to boost its circulation by running a competi- 
tion in which the prize is not only a bungalow but a bride 
to go with it. Complications set in in earnest when the 
young journalist whose fertile brain conceived the scheme 
himself falls in love with the better half of the prize. 
Out of this entanglement, the author contrives to find an 
escape. In the process there is some good fun, even though 
the casting was not calculated to give the play its best 
chance. Franklin Dyall, as the publicity director, bas a 
part which scarcely suits his temperaments or gives Oppor- 
tunities for his particular and very considerable talents. 
Nancy O'Neil is a delightful “prize” calculated to send 
any kind of circulation soaring. An amusing sketch of 
the “ impossible ” prizewinner is provided by Cameron Hall. 
As the young journalist, Peter Glenville is not well chosen. 


The House of Women” 


An Interesting Revival 


Louis Bromfield, whose film “The Rains Came” ts 
scoring such a great success in the West End just now, 
was joint author, with Dorothy Black, of “ The House 
of Women,” which has been revived this week at the 
Torch Theatre. 

This is an interesting revival which tests the value of a 
work first produced some twelve years ago. It affords an 
Opportunity for Louise Hampton to reveal her superb 
powers of forceful, and at the same time quiet, dramatic 
power; and for Dorothy Black, in the rdle of her daughter, 
of showing her ability in a more vivid kind of emotion. 
The story takes place in a Pennsylvanian manufacturing 
town at the close of the last century, and the character 
of the self-satisfied Governor of the State provides an 
opportunity for some excellent work by George Skillan. 
There is a poignantly effective sketch of a parson by Alan 
Judd. Winifred Willard is responsible for some amusing 
passages. 


‘* The Bare Idea” 
Comedy About Nudists 


This play by Gordon Sherry was successfully produced 
cat the Richmond Theatre some months ago. Now it 
makes its appearance in the West End at the Comedy. 

The plot, being concerned with the letting of a place in 
the country to some nudists, naturally opens up many funny 
possibilities. It is very full of action, and in the lead Helen 
Poliock works with great energy and effect. Naturally there 
are opportunities—and they are fairly well exploited—for 
laughable dialogue when dealing with the problems of these 
nudist neighbours, although nudism itself is by no means 
the principal topic or constituent of the play. Eric Cowley 
puts in some excellent work, as do also Valene Tudor, 
Gerald Case, and Iris March. The little bit of “ crookery ” 
which enters into the story provides some of the best fun.

CINEMA 
1939 AND 1940 


Decreasing Production 
(By our Cinema Correspondent) 


With the new year have come statistics of film fortune 
in 1939 and also forecasts of what we are to expect in 
1940). 

Last year, as forecast, the total of films shown to the 
trade was fewer—by 139—than in 1938, and this year, 
by the look of things, there will again be a drop-——prob- 
ably bigger than last year’s—in film production. In 
1939, America sent us 428 films, as against 494 in 1938, 
and Britain produced 123, as against 173. France sent 
over 32 films in 1938 and 29 last year. 5 

lt is interesting to watch the changes in taste as the 


years pass. Last year, America sent over 133 melodramas,. 


an increase of 40 over the previous year. England also 
increased this output by nine. American dramas grew 
from 37 in 1938 to SO in 1939, but England’s total 
dropped by four. Comedy-dramas have decreased in 
popularity. America decreased the output by 15, and 
Britain’s figures dropped from 26 to eight. Similar 
decreases are shown in straightforward comedies. It 
seems that with the increasing gravity of the world 
situation the public taste requires more serious fare. 
There are a number of interesting films scheduled 
for 1940 trade showing, but the total from England 
and America comes, at the moment, to little over 300. 
Outstanding among the pictures already completed or 
still in the making are “Major Barbara,” to be made 
in England by General Film Distributors; “Gone With 
the Wind” and “ Ninotchka,” Garbo’s first comedy,
